Attorney General Tabor said to-night te THe 
TIMES’S correspondent that he had not laid 
down any line of action.

Jones had his way three months ago, Andrews 
would have been dismissed and the truth of the 
ceiling scandal woulda have been known. But 
Gov. Hili has protected Andrews, anda has had 
the support of Speaker Cole, who, it would 
seem, cannot afford for his own reputation 
te continue longer in such company in the 
light of facts edueced by the Fish 
eommittee. Mr. Cole promised the newspaper 
menon Friday night that the trustees of the 
Capitol would hold another meoting to-day to 
remove Andrews. No meeting of the trustees 
has been called for, and none is likely to be.

ple in this Btate objected to the Crosby bill on 
the ground that the licenses were too high, and 
tuis bill would satisfy the very people that the 
Crosby bill failed to. Mr. Ainsworth said thas, 
as usual on temperanee legislation, Republicans 
were found in favor of the bill, the Democrats 
against it This bili simply added restriction 
and an additional burden on the liquor tratte. 

At the evening session of the Assembly Mr. 
Curtis offered a resolution of respect for the 
memory of ex-Senator Henry A. Foster of Ouel- 
da County, and a8 &@ Murk of respect the House 
adjourned after adopting the resulition by a 
unanimous vote, 


THE SENATE. 

A debate on the Coon Cempuisory Education 
bill consumed the greater part of both the 
morning and afternoon sessions of the Senate 
to-day. The bill should have been considered 
on its merits, regardless of politieal bias, but 
unfortunately it was not® The Democrats, with 
Grady at their head, opposed the measure in 
eertain of its provisions, although wifh- 
out exception they freely confessed that 
some law eae that of 1374 should 
be enacted. e real opposition to the bill was 
based more on religious than on political 
grounds, for according to its provisions the 
teachers of the Catholie parochial schools will, if 
it becomes a law, be subject to a degree to the 
authority of the Superintendent ef Public Edu- 
cation, since it would be necessary for them to 
secure certificates showing their competency in 
the ordinary English branches. 

The provision of the bill that all teachers, in- 
eluding those of private sohools, and tutors 
must be declared qualified either by the School 
Commissioner or nember of the Board of Edu- 
cation, gave rise to the most discussion. Mr. 
Ives, who set the ball in motion, said that the 
measure was opposed by the conductors 
of all private schools in the city of 
New-York. He opposed it personally, 
stnce it took away from tha parents 
all responsibility as to tho education of their 
own children, putting then under the charge 
and direction of the State. This he thought 
abrogated the rights of the individual. Mr. 
Sloan replied that such claims as these were 
absurd and were of no practival account cem- 
pared with the necessity of enforcing and ex- 
tending the general educeationo? the people. The 
enactment of this bili was necessary, in his 
opinion, in order to make the existing law sus- 
ceptible of enforcement. He then explained 
the bill in detail, stating, among other things, 
that it was heartily indorsea by every officer 
and society which would naturally be interest- 
ed in the snbjeet. The bill was prepared with 
great eare and deliberation by gentlemen desp- 
ly interested in the whole question. 

Mr. Cantor said that the compulsory educa- 
tion law of 1874 was quite goed enough for 
New-York City it there are only enough school- 
houses. The chief objectien to the measure 
raised by Mr. Grady was tnat the bill required 
the experienced teachers in parochial and 
private schools to submit to an examination in 
order to obtain licenses to teach. 

Myr. Fassett took the floor to say that the 
whole public school system was diametrically 
opposed to the idea of ancient common law; that 
the State had no right to interfere between par- 
ent and child. The bill Under discussion was 
quite in.sympathy with the modern principle of 
public ‘education. No person who was not 
capable of obtaining & proper certificate should 
be allogrved to teach children. 

Senator Grady launched forth into a tirade 
abott liberty, &c., saying that such a monstrous 
proposition as this would be buried out of stc<ht 
if submitted to the people for decision, and that 
it was impossible for even the enlighteped 
nineteenth eentury to improve upon God’s or- 
@ained methods ef training children. 

Senator Ives moved to amend by providing 
that any competent person might teach in a 
private school or at home without receiving a 
certificate frum a School Commissioner or other 
officer. The amendment was lost—13 to17. He 
offered another, which was adopted, providing 
that the rule relative to the time of the 
public school sessions should not apply to 
the rivate schools or home teaching. 
The bill was then put on its final 
passage with the following result: Yeas, 18— 
Arnold. Coggeshali, Erwin, Fassett, Hawkins, 
Hendricks, Kellogg. Lewis, McNaughton, 
©’Connor, Rates, Robertson, Russell, Sloan, 
Sweet, Vedder, Walker, and Worth. Nays, 11— 
Cantor, Collins, Foley, Grady, Ives, Langbein, 
Laughlin, Murphy, Pierce, Stadler, and Ward. 
The bill as introduced has already passed the 
Assembly, but the Senate amendment is hardly 
likely te be concurred in. 

Senator Sloan, from the Finance Committee, 
has reported tavorably Gen. Husted’s bill ap-

amendment providing for an additional appro- 
priation of $316,000 for repairing the western 
stairease, the golden corridor, and the other 
unfinished portions of the old ark. The bill 
made a 8 al order for to-morrow. 

The crosby bill for a commission to consider 
the advisabilivy of extending the area of New- 
York City was reported favorably from the 
Cities Committee. 

Senator Coggeshall finally passed the “ strike’ 
which provides for the labeling of boxes con- 
taining lard ef which cottonseed oil is a com- 
ponent part.

' tempt to advance Judge Greene's Bridge bill. 


Sengtors Coggeshali, Erwin, Laughlin, Mc- 
Naughton, Pierce, Sweet, Vedder, and Worth 
were the only gentlemen baving so little regara 
for their reputations that they could afford to 
stand by him, The bill ig undoubtedly killed. 
Senator Murphy passed his bill amending poe 
New-York Police Pension act. He gaid that 
two weeks ago the bill had practically been de- 
stroyed and replaced by the two-headed Police 
Commission bill. He had recently received 
notice from one of the Police Commissioners 
that the pension fund was nearly exhausted, 
and that the bill should be passed at onee. 
Senator Laughlin, during these last hurried 
days of the session, is certainiy not adding to 
his reputation asan honest legislator who has 
at heart the interest of the whole people of 
the State. The methods employed by him to 
pass at any cost the Langbein Canal Improve- 
ment bill, containing an appropriation of $750,- 
000, which was muen beyoud the limit asked 
for by the most ardent friends of the canal, were 
decidedly shady. To-day he did his level 


' best to have — the bill incerporating 
& 


the River Bridge Companpy, which gives to 
the Canadian Pagific Railroad’ the right to con- 
struct a bridge over Niagara River. Senator 
Linson vigorously opposed the measure 
ani asked that it be recommitted to 
the. Railroad Committee. For some un- 
known reason the bill when first introduced 
was referred to the Committee en Roads and 
Bridges, from which it was favorably reported. 
Mr. Linson said that things had come toa pretty 
pass when @ 06 foreign corporation retained 
Senators of the State ot New-York to look after 
their interests.

A LITTLE BREEZE IN THE CONVENTION 
AT CHICAGO,

GIANTS FAIL TO SCORE 


THE OLEVELANDS “ WHITE- 
WASH” THE OHAMPIONS., 

A GAME MARKED BY POOR BATTING ON 
THE PART OF THE NEW-YORK PLAY- 
ERS—OTHER OONTESTS. 

Not one of the New-York players suc- 
ceeded in reaching. the home base yesterday, 
and the world’s champions suffered defeat of 
the worst character—a ‘‘ Chicago” —at the hands 
of the infant of the League, the Cleveland Club. 
In seasons gone by tradition says that pitchers 
trembled in their boots at the thought of facing 
the far-famed Giants. They have been known, 
in the language of the profession, to “knock 
pitchers out of the box,” lose the ball, keep out- 
fielders busy chasing triples and home runs, 
and, in fact, perform various other marvelous 
feats indicative of their brawn and muscle. 
But a change has taken place, ana the Giants 
of to-day are comparatively narmiess. They 
cannot be charged with losing the ball—in fact, 
they fail te find it—and opposing pitchers no 
longer fear the big “‘sluggers”’ oi Gotham. 

On Monday the Giants lost, but this was con- 
sidered a ‘ fluke,” and that time-honored full- 
bearded excuse, ‘ hara luck” explained the de- 
teat But yesterday the Clevelands repéated 
their performance and gave the champions a 
neat coat of “whitewash.” The catise can 
easily be éxplained. It is not hard luck or the 
glorious uncertainty of the game, but weak 
batting. In two games the high-salaried play- 
ers of the New-York team have only made 
six base hits—a poor showing for an ama- 
teur nine—and until they make some 
improvement in the batting department 
they cannot bope to win. Connor, 
O’ Rourke, Ward, Ewing, and other members 
of the club have suddenly forgetten how to use 
their bats. They popup fly balls or bat weak 
grounders, and fail easy victims to: the fielding 
skill of the opposing team. This work causes 
them to lose game after game until now they 
are fifthin theLeague race. Their fiela work, too, 
has not been up to the standard, If a player 
makes an error or half a dozen no fault should 
be found with his work, as the best of fiayers 
make errors. But misplays, pad plays, ana er- 
rors of judgment should not be tolerated on a 
first-class team, and several have been made in 
the last two games. In fact, the contest on 
Monday was lost by a stupid play, yet the man 
who made it could not be charged with an error. 

Keefe hasa lame arm. Welch, Crane, and 
George are on the sick list, and Titcomb was 
asked to pitch yesterday. He consented, and, 
barring wildness, did fairly well. For half a 
dozen innings both sides tailed to tally, but in 
the seventh the Clevelands made 6 runs and 
settled all doubts as tothe game.

A BIG BRITISH SHIP. 


THE WALTER H. WILSON—HER CREW, 
CAPTAIN, AND THE MANILA BOY. 

The big four-masted British ship Walter 
H. Wilson sails to-day for Calcutta with 103,- 
000 cases of oil on board. The Wilson is the 
ship which recently came to port with anu East 
India cargo valued at $1,600,000. The great 
ship was towed down well velow Bediow’s 
Island yesterday morning, but waited all day 
for a fair wind before putting to sea In the 
dense fog that prevailed on the bay the Brit- 
isher found it hard work picking out an anonor- 
age ground, and finally ended by letting go her 
best bower in dangerous proximity to the chan- 
nel, The anchorage patrol steamer Manhattan 
subsequently pushed the Wilson safely on legal 
ground. ‘ 

The British vessel has before the mast a crew 
of thirty men, and heoge of crowd it is, com- 
posed of representatives of nearly every nation, 
and all fresh from the grog shops of the Bow- 
ery. ‘The Wilson is commanded by Capt. Sproul, 
a Canadian, who has with him a Canadian mate 
and an American second mate. With the ex- 
ception of the two chief officers and a couple of 
apprentices there is little else besides the flag 
at the peak to denote the craft British. Capt. 
Sproul has with him besides bis wife two other 
ladies, Who apparently are not worried by the- 
thought of the iong voyage in store for them, 
Capt. Sproul has also with hima lhttle Manila 
boy not more tian ten years old: The little fel- 
low was sold to the Captain by a native, together 
with another little boy, for 2 rupees. When the 
Captain received them they had no other ocloth- 
ing ob them than a sash about the waist. He 
brought both boys to this county, but oue was 
stolen from him here in New-York, and he says 
et not been able to find the slightest trace 
of him. 

some wealthy New-Yorkers learned of the 
presence of these two little Manilians on 
the Wilson and tried hard to induce Capt. 
Sproul to part with them. There is belief that 
some sharp practice bas been at work from 
these very sources, though asthe theft occurred 
only a@ short time before sailing the Captain 
was handicapped in instituting a search. The 
little fellow that remains on board is about 
three feetin height and he is wonderfully quick. 
Says Capt. Sproul, “ if [come down off acck 
und threw myself into an easy chair for a little 
rest the boy is at hand in an instant witha 
cheroot and lighted match before I have time 
to ask for either, and it I beokon him to take off 
my shoes he is ready in an instant to replace 
them with my slippers.’’ The little fellow came 
op deck when the Captain oalled to him yester- 
day. He wore aneat blue suit and well-fitting 
shoes, and aperson gould hardly imagine that 
the bright-iooking boy ceuld have been buta 
short time ago in &@ semi-barbaric condition. 
Capt. Sproul says that he means to return the 
boy to his uncle on reaching India, 

The Wilson is owned by 8. Lawther of Belfast, 
Ireland. In speaking of the relative cost of big 
ships, Capt. Sproul says that the Wilson, which 
is about the same size as the Frederick Bill- 
ings, the largest American ship afloat, did not 
cost nearly as much as did thé Billings. The 
latter is a wooden ship, whiie tne Wiison is 
iron. Nearly every piece of stationary work in 
the Wilson is of iron or metal of some aescrip- 
tion, Her lowermast, topmasts, bowsprit, jib- 
boom, lower an topsail yards are all of iton, 
her topgellaptmasts and light yards being the 
only wooden spars in the vessel. ‘he stand- 
ing rigaing is all of steel wire, and even run- 
ning rigging, where 1t can be utilized, is of wire, 
as are the braces and some of the halyards. 

Capt. Sproul takes the usaal course to India 
by way of the Cape of Good Hove.

The main potnt of the fight is the 
controi of the financial offices in the City Hall. 
These are now in the possession of the old 
Board of Finance and the old officials. The 
conferrees determined that even if the new 
Board of Finance did secure possession their 
authority to disburse the city moneys would 
not be recognized by the banks holding the 
funds, and that a complication of the situation 
would lead to defauit in the payment by the 
city of its June interest and consequent bank- 
ruptecy. So it was decided to recognize the 
ola Board of Finance and the old Board of 
Works till the court’s decision on the charter 
in June,

WAR UN GRASSHOPPERS. 


BURYING THE YOUNG ALIVE BEFORE 
THEY ARE HATCHED. 

ST. Pav, May 14.—Prof. Otto Lugger of the 
State Experimental Station has returned from 
Perham, Otter Tail County, which he has made 
the seat of the war he is waging on the grass- 
hoppers. He has been for some weeks going 
over the fields in Perham, Battie Lake, Frazee 
City, and Otter Tail, examining the ground and 
condemning such as he found infestea with the 
larve of the locusts. A large force of men are 
at work under his direction, and when they 
auit work Saturday they had plowed under 
about four thousand acres of soil, which was 
thickly sown with these eggs. The eggs are 
about twice as large as a pin head, and the 


hoppers when first they hatch are lively little 
black fellows about half as large as a small 
— of wheat. In plowing the soil the object 
8 not to destroy the eggs, but to get them so 
deeply in the earth that when they hatch the 
young hoppers will find themselves buried 
alive, and will die before they see daylight. 

Before the soil is broken the eggs liein little 
cells like holes, dug by the hopper that lays 
them, to the depth of one-half, three-quarters, 
or sometimes an inch. The cells are oval 
shaped, and have an opening direct to the air 
and sunsiine, through which the young hopper 
comes, ready to begin his careerof hopping. 
Dry weather for a few days wiil help his growth 
wonderfully and put him in shape to get his 
own living at the expense of the thrifty furmers 
who livein his own and the adjoining town- 
ships. Prof. Lugger said thatthe high winds 
which scattered the earth in all directions as it 
was broken, was also a good thing for the 
hoppers. The wind and dustin some parts of 
the district where the work had been in prog- 
ress were blinding, and the eggs lad been scat- 
tered far and wide. Tho hatching season had 
just begun, and the first ones to put in an ap- 
pearance in the fields were noticed three days 
ago. The season will last for about two weeks 
longer, and whatever was done in the way of 
plowing would have tu be done within that 
time. 

* The critical time will come during the next 
fourteen days,” said the professor. ‘I cannot 
tell just how effective the work will be, owing 
to the drought and the winds, but if we could 
have a good soaking rain it would be just what 
we want.” Prof. Lugger said thatit would 
cause a considerable hardship to plow up so 
much of the land where crops had been put in,

READY TO SIGN THE TREATY PREPARED 
FOR THEM. 

Rarmip Ciry, Dakota, May 14.—The Rev. 
Charites Cook of the Episcopal mission at Pine 
Ridge Agency is in this city. In a short talk 
last evening he expressed it as his belief that 
the Sioux Commission would experience no 
trouble in obtaining the necessary signatures of 
the Indians to the treaty shouid they ge about 
itin the right way, und that the Indians will 
resent any attempt at bulldozing. From con- 
versation with a number of the leading men of 
that agency he draws the inference that the 
Indians are very favorably inclined toward 
the bill, Until lately there was much dissatis- 
faction among them in regard to it, but this was 
caused by ignorance of its provisions, they uot 
having been able to obtain copies of the docu- 
ment until very recently. But when the copies 
were obtained and its provisions read to them 
this dissatisfaction was removed. 

Yhe Indians, Mr. Cook says, realize the fact 
that the position they now occupy with relation 
to the Gevernment cannot always remain the 
Bame, and that, should they refuse to ratify 
this treaty, another not 80 favorable to their in- 
terests might be passed, and that, too, without 
asking their pleasure in the matter or consult- 
ing them with regard to its provisions. The 

entleman also states that the Indians are 
earning the value of money, and will make a 
dollar go further than they would $20 afew 
Years ago. They are perfecting themselves ina 
great many of the white man’s ways, and when 
the land is allotted to them in severaity will be 
well prepared to take care of themselves, 

Mr. Cook, who 18 a refined, educated gentle- 
man, 18 a half-breed Sioux, and perfeotly com- 

etent to give an opinion on the subject, know- 
jing as he does the character of the Indian so 
thoroughly.

THE WORK BEGUN BY BISHOP GAL- 
BERRY FOR CONNECTICUT, 
HARTFORD, Conn., May 14.—The Roman Cath- 
olic Cathedral in this city, which was begun by 
Bishop Galberry during 1876, will cost $500,- 
000. The first subscription for itin the dio¢eese

was taken early in 1876 and amounted to less 
than $20,000. The site occupied by the edifice 
was purchased by Bishop McFarland, the pre- 
decessor of Bishop Galberry, who erected the 
Episcopal residence and the Mount St. Joseph’s 


Convent on the ground prior to hisdeath. The 
location is on one ofthe finest avenues in the 
city, running past the residences of Mark 
Twain, the Jewells, and that of the late United 
States Senator James Dixon.

The 
latter’s death occurred very suddenly in New- 
York Oct, 10, 1878. ‘he work on the caihedral 
was suspended in consequence for two years, 
Bishop McMahon, the present incumbent of the 
Connecticut Bishopric, Was cousecrated Aug. 
10, 1879, but was unable to resume the catle- 
Grail work fora year anda halt. it has been in 
progress now for eight years without interrup- 
lion, and will not be finished for a namber of 
mouths yet. 

The structure is of brewnstone andis one of 
the most imposing religious edifices in the 
Btate. The deptu of the building is 254 feet, 
the width being 166 feet. Each of the two 
opines will be 250 feet in helght when com- 
pleted. P.O. Keeley of Brooklyn, N. Y., is the 
architect.

LVICTED. 





TWO THOUSAND PERSONS TO BE REN- 
DERED HOMELESS, 

St. PAuL, May 14.—A final and determined 
effort to evict the Polish and Bohemian squat- 
ters on the “upper flats” will begin next week. 
Attorney Moritz Heim, representing the owners 
of all the reclaimed land on the east bank of the 
river below the bluff, and extending from 
Chestnut-street to the Sioux City Bridge, is pre- 
paring the papers, and will file applications in 
the District Court for 250 writs of evietion, 


which will be placed in Sheriff Bean’s hands for 
execution. Noiess than 2,000 persons will be 
rendered homeless. 

The evictions will sweep the entire flats clean, 
except in a few instances, where the squatiers 
resigned their rights and accepted leases when 
eviction was threatened last Winter. When the 
move was begun in January it contemplated 
the eviction of only twenty-one families resid- 
ing on a twenty-acre patch at the end of the 
new high bridge, owned by a 8t. Paul syndicate, 
The work was abandened then on grounds of 
humanity, DPecause it was alleged that the 
squatters would gie of starvation und cold. 

since then Mr. Heim has secured authority to 
proceed on behalf of the recorded owners of the 
entire strip in dispute, and he says the squat- 
ters will be moved out if it takes a thousand 
Deputy Sheriffs to do 1t. 

The object of the owners in clearing the land 
is to establish their titie clearly. The property 
has greatly increased in value since the buila- 
ing of the levee and the up-town bridge, and is 
in demand on the market for manutacturing 
and warehouse sites, 

Some of the squatters have asserted the squat- 
ters’ right, which gives them title after twenty 
years of residenve, and it is net likely that they 
will be put off without troubie.

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A BUILDING GIVES WAY AND FIVE MEN 


ARE KILLED AND MANY INJURED. 

Tacoma, Washington, May 14.—Shortly before 
6 o’clock last evening between fifteen and 
twenty men were at work in a new building 
being erected for a hotel by Walter Pates, whe 
was acting as his own foreman. Suddenly a 
big storm came up from the seuthwest which 
étruck the building with full force. The struct- 
ure tottered for a moment, and then collapsed, 
burying the workmen in the ruins. 

Hundreds of citizens and laborers just return- 
ing from their labor were seon at work endeav- 
oring to rescue the imprisoned men. In a few 
minutes sufficient débris had been removed to 
get at some of tae men, and the bedy of Waiter 
Pates was first taken out. This was followed 
by two injured workmen, and then a workman 
named McConnell, who was dead. 

W. H. Snell, who ene week ago to-day waa 
elected City Attorney, and who was 2 son-in-law 
of Pates, was soon after taken ont seriously in- 
jured. Then atintervals of fifteen or twenty 
minutes three other dead bodies were recoy- 
ered, but these have not been identifiea. 

Besides the workmen who were injured the 
Rev. W. A. Mackey, pastor ofthe Presbyterian 
church, Who stepped to seek shelter from the 
rain, was severy injured. 

The building was a frame structure, three 
stories high on Tacoma-avenue and four stories 
on the alley below. The storm had free scope, 
and, coming acress from the upper sound, had 
nothing to intercept its progress until it struck 
this building at the top of the hill.

KEMMLER THE FIRST. 





SENTENCED TO BE EXECUTED B) 


ELECTRICITY. 

BUFFALO, May 14.—William Kemmler, con- 
victed of murderin the first degree for killing 
Tillie Ziegler with a hatchet, was to-day sen- 
tenced to death by Judge Childs under the new 
law in the following words: 

“The sentence of the court is that for the 
crime of murder in the first degree, whereof 
you stand convicted, within the week com- 
mencing on Monday, the 24th day of June, 
1889, and within the walls of Auburn State 
Prison, or within the yard orinclosure adjoin- 
ing thereto, you suffer the punishment of death, 
to be inflicteu by the application of electricity 
as provided by the Code of Criminal Procedure 
of the State of New-York, and that In the mean- 
time you be removed to, and until the infliction 
of such punishment, De Kept in solitary con- 
tinement in said Auburn State Prison.” 

Kemmler looked steadily at Judge Childs as 
he was delivering the fatal words, but showed 
no emoilon whatever. When the painful scens 
‘was concluded Mr. Hatch, the prisoner’s coun- 
sei, Wao put in no previous objection, took ex- 
ception to the sentence on the ground that it 
was cruel and unusual and against the spirit of 
the Constitution. 

The prisoner was then removed to the jail 
and placed in solitary confinement. He mast 
be removed to Auburn within the next ten 
days.

CANADIAN RAILROAD CQMPETTI- 

TION. 

The moving cause of the investigation 
which a committee of the United States 
Senate has been lately conducting in this 
city is the competition of Canadian rail- 
roads with those on this side of the berder. 
The object the committees is in search of 
seems to be some means of restraining this 
competition and “ protecting” American in- 
terests against Canadian encroachment. It 
has been gathering asmall amount of infor- 
mation and a large amount of opinions, 
more or less pertinent to the question, but 
the opinions do not agree and they throw 
very little light on:the methods that can be 
adopted to check the supposed grasping 
disposition of the Canadian monster of 
competition. ‘ 

It is a little-curious that with.our boasted 
superiority of resources we should be so 
much concerned about what our inferior 
neighbor may do to get advantage of us, 
and possibly there is a disposition to over- 
rate the damage that we are liable to suffer. 
In the first place, we have no right to ob- 
ject if Canada undertakes to build up ad- 
vantages and facilities for herselfin trans- 
continental trade. Until the last few years 
she has been practically confined to the 
St. Lawrence and Atlantic-coast section of 
her vast domain. With valuable lands in 
the interior and with good harbors en tke 
Pacific coast, it was only natural that her 
people should desire te connect-their broad 
territerial possessions by railroad, and 
establish communication between the two 
oceans. In the undeveloped condition of 
the country, and with the existence of 
transcontinental lines on this side of the 
berder in full operation, private capital 
could not have been induced to ‘undertake 
and carry out the work. Hence the subsi- 
dizing pelicy :under which the Canadian 
Pacific was finally built, and without which 
it could not have been built at all. Whether 
or not this was a profitable pelicy for Can- 
ada it was within her right to adopt it, and 
the communication thus established is nec- 
essarily sustained at the expense of her 
people in one form or other. When we talk 
about the extent to which the Canadian 
Pacific is subsidized and the advantage it 
derives therefrom, we should not forget that 
our own transcontinental lines were alse 


subsidies in public lands; and: public loans. 

The practical effect of the building of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad is not so much a 
disadvantage to this country as an advan- 
tage to Canada, which she was fully enti- 
tled to gain for herself. It brings her into 
eompetition with the United States in trans- 
‘continental traffic, but that we have no 
right to prevert and weean enly meet the 
competition by means of our superior ad- 
‘vantages and enterprise. We ought to be 
able to retain our fulbshare in the business, 
but: cannot expect to maintain a monopoly 
init. If the competition is a disadvantage 
to eur railroads, it can hardly be a disadvan- 
tage te our people. If it affords cheaper 
transportation, it must be at the expense of 
‘Canada; if not at'the expense of the rail- 
road company, still at that of the people. 
who pay to support the railroad through 
‘the Government bends. If eur railroads are 
forced to lewer rates, the peoplestilil get the 
advantage, though the corporations may 
‘groan. Considering the ceuntry’s commer- 
cial interests as a whole, it makes little dif- 
ference whether transportation connected 
with our internal trade between the West 
and the East.is carried, on in part through 
‘Canada and on-Canadian lines er wholly 
“within our own territory and on our own 
roads, provided we get the benefit of facil- 
ity and cheapness. So far as concerns: 
through transcontinental traffic connected . 
with the ocean trade, the competition is 
necessarily free and we cannot escape it. 

As to the relation ef the inter-State com-4 
merce law to this question, we must hold to: 
our position that that law isan advantage 
and not a disadvantage to our internal, 
trade, or else we must admit that it does 
not prove to be beneficial and modify it. 
If it is an advantage, then it is a, 
disadvantage to the people of Canada: 
not to have one like it or not to adjust: 
‘their traffic arrangements to.eur system. ; 
If our people and our.trade are benefited by 
‘the long andishort haul previsien, then the 
r people of Canada must suffer loss if they 
permit low rates for threugh traffic to be 
made up by high rates for local traffic. 
The real competition, so far as the two. 
p countries and their people are concerned, 
must come between theaggregate of advan- 
tages on the two sides of the Hne, and the 
general prosperity and commercial success 
will depend upon this. 

In the meantime our railroads may suffer 
somewhat, but the cause of the railroad 
cerporations must not be confounded with 
that of the people of the country. There 
are one or two things that will have to be 
accepted as points of starting in this busi- 
ness. We-cannot eliminate the Canadian 
transcontinental line as a factor, and we 
cannot prevent whatever advantage it may 
derive from the Governmentsubsidy. They 
are there and beyond our control, and must 
be reckoned in the problem. Neither can 
we enforce our system of inter-State regu- 
lation beyond our own berders. It is use- 
less to talk about that. Canada has the 
same right to her system, or lack of system, 
that we have to ours, and harmony in their 
‘working can only be secured by inter- 
national agreement. It would be an ad- 
vantage to both countries if the line of 
commercial division were obliterated alto- 
gether, but that cannet be accomplished 
by one country without the consent of the 
other. If it were obliterated, where would 
the balance of advantage in the business of 
transportation be? On the side of greater

A misplaced switch on the Brooklyn, 
Bath Beach and West End Railroad was the 
cause of a serious and almost fatal rallroad ac- 
cident at the Unionville yards a little after 10 
o’closk on Monday night.

Just befere 10 o’clock a train left Greenwood 
station for Coney Island, Engineer Fred Wyck- 


off having eharge of the locomotive, behind 
which were two cars, one of them being an 
Open observation car. By the time the train 
reached Unionville most of the passengers had 
left the oars, not more thas twenty remaining. 
As thé train ran into Unionville station it was 
seen that there was no light either on the 
station or at the switch several hundred feet 
further down thé read at. the entrance of the 
roundhouse, 

The train was moving about twelve miles an 
hour when the switch was reached. Then, in- 
Bt of following the main traek, the train fol- 
lowed through the switch into the roundhouse, 
colliding with a locomotive standing on the 
track and throwing that back upon another en- 
gine in the roundhouse. This in turn was 
forced through the rear wall of the round- 
house. 

When Enginecr Wyckoff saw that his engine 
had taken the switch he reversed hia lever and 
threw on the brakes, but as the distanee to the 
roundhonse was only about one hundred feet 
the éngine collided with the one standing on 
the track at nearly full speed. 

The passengers in the observation car were 
thrown over the seats and out upon the 
ground.

MARSHAL JONES ON LAND. 
GRABBING IN OKLAHOMA. 

A REPORT WHICH DOES NOT SATISFY 
THE AUTHORITIES AND FURTHER 
PARTICULARS TO BE ASKED FOR. 

| WASHINGTON, May 14.—Atterney General 

"Miller has received areport from United States 

‘Marshal Jones of Kansas in regard to the con- 

duct of himself and deputies upon the opening 
of Oklahoma to settlement. 

He says that he thought he appreciated the 
influx of population that would follow the Pres- 
ident’s proclamation and that he knew that 
the people could look to the civil authorities 
only tor safety and protection after April 22, 
when the functions of the military authorities 
ceased, and consequently he attempted, and he

Keys—together with three 
new appointees at that peint, to protect the 
home seeker against lawlessness from and after 
that critical moment, (April 22,) where had been 
stationed two or three companies of United 
= troops to preserve the peace, up te that 

ate, whose functions eeased at the very 
moment when the greatest difficulties were 
likely to occur, and when the thousands of 
home seekers, business men, gamDiers, and 
whisky dealers, who rushed from the incoming 
train and private conveyarces until within 
twenty-four hours the entire face of the country 
was dotted with homesteaders’ tents, and two 
or three cities, of from 1,000 to 15,000 in- 
habitants, born in one day, proved te me the 
necessity of w respectable number of Deputy 
Marshals. 

‘At Kingtisher I ordered John Walters, D, F. 
Wyatt, old deputies of experienee, and a new 
man, Edward fF. Madden. At Darlington, Fort 
Reno, I made no change, leaving Jack Stillwell 
in charge, who had been local deputy there for 
three years, and at Oklahoma City I ordered J. 
B. Koonée, Asa Jones, and Ewers White; I aiso 
had at that point G. E. Thornton, who had-re- 
sided there for overa year and who was ap- 
pointed a Marshal six months age. Koonce had 
been a deputy for over three years and Jones 
was appointed last January. At the request of 
the officer commanding the troops at Alrred for 
& Marshal to capture horse thieves [ appointed 
acoupie of deputies and sent them to that 
point. They were old experienced deputies 
trom the western district of Texas. [also ap- 

ointed, at the request of an officer of the 

tonison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, eight of 
their employes, most of whom were conductors, 
constantly passing through the Territory, in 
anticipation of lawlessness on the trains. 

“Tne full number of Deputy Marshals In Okla- 
homa appointed by me is nineteen, besides the 
eight temporarily appointed at the request of 
the railroad company. ry believe that a 
few of my depities have attempted to file on as 
many tracts of land, in the Territory, but I 
know many of them have not, and while I 1n- 
structed them not to do so, when they saw 
themselves surrounded by from 500 to 700 
persons at Guthrie, and at Jeast onc-half that 
number at Oklahoma, waiting forthe hour of 
12 to come, I do not wonder that some of them, 
deputies who were serving without pay and 
only therein the interests of good order, took 
the fever and attempted to get homes. As to 
myself I never attempted to homestead a foot 
of land either in Okiahoma or any other Terri- 

tory or State.” 

In a postscript Marshal Jones says: “The 
country is absolutely quietin Oklahoma, and I 
am astonished at the false reports of bloodshed 
circulated by the papers. There has not been a 
single person killed in that Territory since the 
224 of April.” 

The report is dated May 9. It is understood 
that the Attorney General 1s not satisfied with 
the report, and that he will cali upon the Mar- 
shal for a supplementary report, giving the 
name of each otieer who filed a claim and a 
description of the land secured by him, together 
with ao account of the attending cireum- 
stances. 

The clerks who were detailed from the General 
Land Office to go to Oxlahoma to assist the 
land officials at the Gutnrie and Kingtisher 
Land Offices, returned to Washington to-day. 
They state thatat Kingfisher about eight hun- 
dred entries had been made up to last Friday, 
and at Guthrie about one thousand had been 
made. The total number of quarter sections in 
the Territory open to settlement is 16,000, 
hence less than one-fifth of the whole has been 
tiled upon. The force of clerks now empleysd 
_ at the two land offices is believed to be suflieient 
to keep up the current work. 

Many of thé settiers, it is said, have gone to 
their former homes tosettle their private af- 
fairs, and wili return next Fall to complete 
their entrjes and establish themselves perma- 
nently in thenew Territory. The searcity of 
water has been to some extent overcome by digs 
ging wells.

““The paper trade is,, like many other ‘ pro- 
teeted’ industries, amply able to stana without 
crutches, and declare comrortable dividends 
on the capital invested while selling Its prod- 
uct below the danger point of foreign com- 
petition. It has practically free raw material 
and a labor cost per pound below the foreign 
average. A duty on paper is, therefore, an un- 
necessary tax on the vonsumer.”

' ITS HIGHER SENSH. 

A LECTURE BEFORE THE DARTMOUTH 
STUDENTS ON THE MODERN EDITOR. 
AND QUALIFICATIONS HE NEEDS, 

HANOVER, N, H., May 14.—The fifth lecture in 
the course established by the editors of the 

Dartmouth Literary Montiiy was delivered be- 

fore the students of the college and the towns- 

people to-night by Mr. Charles R. Miller. Mr, 

Miller’s theme was “The Art of Making a 


Newspaper.” Following is a summary of the. 
lecture: 


“The art of making a newspaper, like any 
other art, demands of him who would practice 
ita special skill and some information. I am -; 
aware that a contrary impression prevails - 
widely among young gentlemen in their Senior 
year, but when these young gentlemen shall have 
received their degrees, and shall converge upon 
the offices of the leading newspapers in quest 
of the places they feel themselves 80 well fitted 
to adorn, they will discover that managing 
editors have a rooted and obstinate prejudice 
in favor of the specially skilled and the some- 
what informed. 

“The vulgar error that the newspaper art 
domands no special training, but may be taken 
up ata moment’s notice and a generous salary 
by any man or woman temporarily out of werk. 
or unacquainted .with any kind of work, is 
traceable to an obvious source. Young men are - 
admitted to the practice of the law, they are 
graduated in medicine, and they are ordained 
or appointed ministers of the gospel, in each 
case after a fixed term of study has elapsed and 
an ascertained degree of professional knowledge 
has been acquired. him who asks 
fot work in a newspaper oftice no degree, 
license, or certificate is e6xacoted. Yat | 
my str mage is that the training which fits one 
successfully to practice the art of making & 
newspaper is no less arduous, ig usually 
rather more prolonged, and yields no smaller 
volume of attainment than the special studies 
preparatory to the practice of the law, of medi- 
cine, ot engineering, of architecture, or the in- 
struction of ingenuous youth. 

“1 am disposed to make and maintain this 
proposition, vot alone trom long-standing con-: 
viotion of its truth, but because I knowit is not 
generally admitted to be true; indeed an ex- 
press denial of its truth was not long ago. 
uttered by a journalist of high standing, whose 
full mind and graceful pen have done much to, 
elevate and adorn the art he Griticises, and in 
the véry fact that the training of the writers or» 
the presa was, as he declared, so far inferior to 
the training of the bar and of medicine he. 
Baw at onee the cause and the explanation of 
the general lack of reapest for the opinions and 
of trust in the statements of newspapers. J may 
invoke the sober judgment of thoughtful men 
upon the standing, the character, aud the trust- 
worthiness of the best newspapers and of those 
who make them. 15 ts porhaps unnecessary to 
say that lask that the press be judged fairly, 
and not by its nolsiest and vulgarest ex- 
amptes.” 

r. Miller quoted from Carlyle’s chapters on 
Edward Sterling, the ‘‘Thunderer of the Lon- 
don Zimes,” to justify the editor’s title toa place 
in the frontrank of men of action, and added: 
**But surely I might rest my case after point- 
ing to the large number of newspapers whose | 
editors have beentaken by the President to 
oarry out his policy abroad or fill laces of 
great trust and responsibility under his Admin- 
istration at home.” 

Carrying out his plan of illustrating the art 
by exhibiting the building up of the man who 
peawsices it, Mr. Miller spoke at considerable 

ength onthe training of the newspaper man. 
He advised the student to take the old-fashioned 
college course, the whole of it, laying nothing 
aside in order to take up studies supposed to be 
specially suited to his purposé. He should get 
w sound discipline in humanities, and attend to 
his spécial training later on. 

**He should know not merely Greek, but the 
Greek authors; not Latin only, but the Latin 
itterature. For mathematics beyond the simple 
addition that will enable the editor on election 
night to set forth the prodigious gains of his 
party in every county in the State there is small 

emand in newspaper officbs, but my instructors 
told me, as I have no doubt your instructors tell : 
you, that the study of mathematics is a valna- 1 
ble discipline to the mind. I ga hey were 
and are right, so with some misgivings, with 
some little hesitation, I should say to the stw- 
dent preparing to bé a journalist, study matho- 
matics, too. Nothing that the student may’ 
learn in science will be an inert or useless part 
of his equipment. No geographica] know} 6° 
will be superfluous, for managing editors at leabt 
must know the maps of the world as they knew 
their trousers pocket. With apologies to your 
professor of metapbysios, I should say that if 
anything is omitted it might be speculative, 
Philosophy, bution truth I would} omit nothing. 

“To the studiés of the college coursé, however, 
I would add much. The student who has news- 
paper work in View may with the greatest profit 

© mtioh reading and writing outside of the pre- 
ascribed éourse. It is a good plan for any young 
Man to get his English olassics pretty well b 
heart before he goes out to earn his living. If 
he has not befere Commencement Day got iato 
his head a good deal of the best English poetry, 
er at the very least 4 taste for it, the chances 
are against his ever finding out the difference 
between good verse and bad vorse, and for any 
enlighténed man of woman that is a terrible 
misfortune. Se with the English novelists, the 
English historians, and the English essayists— 
they may be and should be assiduously culti- 


vated in. those moments which oan e 
spared from baseball, _— billiards, and 
boating witnout serious injustice to 


those important and co-ordinate branches. 
He may read, if ne have that useful gift, as 
Macaulay and Buokle read, by running over the 
leaves of his book under the thumb, but in 
some way read he must and read continually, 
for an editor who reads only newspapers is an 
editor whose development has been arrested. 
Editors have todo with tendencies as well as 
with action, with the future as well as with 
the present, and the strenuous tendencies of 
the time are exhibited nowhere more clearly 
and sharply than in current literature, and in 
no other médium is the futare of society more * 
vividly mirrored forth Said @ newspaper 
friend of mine: ‘Keep the photographic plates 
of the mind sensitive and exposed to the light 
on every side, and you will not Jack fer im- 
presaions.’ 

“ Tne question is frequently asked, Is it worth 

hile togoto France and Germany to study 
the languages of those countries as a part of 
one’s preparation for journalism? My answer ’ 
would be, Certainly not. Itis worth no man’s 
while to crossthe Atlantic merely to study 
French and German. Languages are not an 
end in themselves; they are merely tools of 
trade, and the young man who cannot master 
them without going to France and Germany, 
unless he purposes te follow other stndiocs 
there, must have small aptitude in speech. But 
a knowledge of foreign languages, especially of 
French and German, is é6xtremély useful to 
reporters apd editors, and should say 
to the student, By all means ileéarn all 
the foreign languages you take a_fanoy to. 
Don’t waste much working time over them, don’t | 
make much fuss abdut it, and don’t misspend 
and squander your previous moments over: 
grammars and dictionaries. The formuiators | 
of rules ahd the discoverers of exceptions are 
highly useful dnd, no doubt, very 
agreeable members of society, but itis not the 
chief end of language to supply illustrations of 
their wisdom and acuteness. Moreover, any 
foreign language yon learn for newspaper pur- 
poses should be made a familiar and obedient 
inatrument, not hold a& & mere accomplishment. 
Make a jackknife of it, not a dresssword. It is 
surprising how many foreign languages one 
oan learn in 4 lifetime merely by employing 
the moments usually devoted tO vacuous re- 
ene in horse Cars and steam cars and steam- 

oats.’ 

Mr. Miller then described in detail the effice 
training of the young newspaper Man, and 
illustrated his growth from a reporter just 
beginning up to the time when he had 
become a “ all-round 
worker.” ‘*Conscienee is called by Herbert 
Spencer ‘a bundle of experiences,’ a detinition 
whioh the theologiau, I believe, declines to ac- 
cept. The newspaper man’s conscience of 
what js the right and what is the wrong treat- 
ment of news is unquestionably a bundle of ex- 
periences, and a pretty big ane. The judgment 
slowly ripening under the teaching of triumph 
and of failures; the mental grasp broadening 
with the ever-widening demands upon it; new 
Bubjects coming to be inqtired into and 
understood; fresh phases of human life or hu- 
man activity seized upon and made interesting 
in print; the sense of perception growing daily 
more #€ute and sure—this is the picture of the 
“the. ges f of what is familiarly knOWn as

After giving examples of the working of a 
newspaper Office, of the coliection and publish- 
ing of news, and of the manifold decisions a 
news editor was called upon to give every night, 
Mr. Miller passed to the consideration of seme 
of the principles by which the public had aright 
to expect an honest newspaper to be guided. 
“T am convinced that the shortest way to 
reform the newspapers is to push on to a prompt 
conclusion the regenérationof man. If those 
newspapers that are least scrupulous.as to the 
kind of matter they print are seen to be the 
most widely ciroulated that is a proof, that the 
class in the sommunity which has lax taste in 
reepect to its reading is the most numerous 
class. It is an easy mutter in auy large city to 
give large circulation to a newspapor. on 
have merely te dismiss all scruples, all taste, 
ali decency; print al the scandals that a large.

the pounding circulation of your newspaper 
will Keo your affidavit maker at the full | 
stretoh of his powers. Not many years ago a* 
newapaper was founded in New-York upon & 
novel and ingenious theory. ‘I am convinced,’ 
said its founder and editor, ‘that there are fools 
enough in this oity to support handsomely & 
newspaper carefully edited to their.tastes and 
capacities.” He made the venture, and found 
readily that ‘handsome support’ which he had ; 
so shrewdly foreseen and for which he so 
skillfully catered. When we add to the number: 
of ‘fools’ the much greater number of. 
persons of morbid or positively viciour 
tastes, not all of whom by any means ; 
are poor in estate or iow in _ sooial, 
position, we gest a pretty formidable total, inso- , 
much that these publications which appeal’ 
more directly by their character and cleanil- 
ness to the thoughtful, wholesome-minded part 
of the community have considerably less than , 
half the whole field for their domain. No doubt’ 
this is a deplorable state of things. Tho ro- 
formers and home missionaries should look to- 
it. But the proprietors and managers of news- 
papers not given up to sensations and scandals | 
havea right to make their protest heard against 
those undiseriminating censors who consign all 
newspapers alike to the brand of the common 
hangman. No man or woman in this country 
is constrained otherwise than by personal tastes 
to read vicious and trivolous newspapers. 
newspapers enough, of all 
shadés of arty opinion, Republican, 
Democratic, rohibition, and $Mugwump, 
that are Digicom for virtuous and intelligent 
men and women. It is not the fault of their 

itors and publishers, nor is it chargeable to 
the wickedness of the press as a whole, if 80 
‘large a part of the community turns with a 
shameful craving to newspapers which the vitt- 
vous and intélligent regard with disgust. Some 
pact of the castigation visited upon the licen- 4 
tious press might with propriety be transferred. 
to the backs of those who are daily guilty of the 
voluntary debasement of reading it. pend 
upon it, you oannot reform the press by preach- 
ing at it. Abolish vulgarity, brutality, ig-- 
norance, and vice, and then you may have the 
delight of seeing the sensation-mongering, scan- 
dal-purveying editor on his way to the poor- 
house. 

“Few newspapers do now what most news- 
papers did thirty years ago—represent the réa- 
80D and unresson, the whims and caprices of 
ohe mah. The public of to-day will not stand 
that sort of py Dr. Johnson abused the 
newspapers with 8 habitual virulence, re 
marking that for their compesttion was 
‘required neither genius nor knowledge; but 
contempt of shamé and indifference truth 
are absolutely necessary.’ But the despotic 
Doctor, to whom ‘a tavern chair wae the throne 
of human felicity,’ had that wariness of mind 
that is appropriate to those who give mankind 
great provocation. He foresaw that the map 
who writes must be too much for the Maa who 
talks, since he reaches o vastly greater nuw- 
ber of people, and in borating the newspzs- 
pers he berated his OWn most dangerous rival. 
Ton truth, the editor who stormed aud 
biustered in his newspaper, as Dr, Johnson 
stormed and biustered in his tavern chair, did 
have his day, and it was a pretty long one. But 
the few editors of that stamp who remain, like 
the decaying first-growth pines you sometimes 
find on these New-Hampshire hills, are not 
maintained in such prosperity or held in suc 
respect as to offer dangerous 6nticement te imi- 
tation. The newspapers the world over which 
are to-day most respected by tne public are 
such as in their editorial utterances express 
opinions likely to be acceptable to right- 
thinking men. Prejudice, sinister mo- 
tives, deceptions, sophistries, want of 
balance and consistency, unreasonableness, 
the bias of personal dislikes, and the 
arrogance of boundless egotism are blemishes 
upon the editorial page of a newspaper that its 
readers are quick to detect and reprehend., 
They welcome and respect, even when they 
Gannot accept, the honest opinion of sincere 
winds. So when (the unobdserving declare that 
the rate of'great éditors is extinot the remark 
calls for no contradiction. The race is extinct. 
The public extinguished it, and in piace of the 
great editors we have to-day great newspapers. 
The great editors did not make great news- 
papers. They were too much inclined to look 
upon the news columns of their journals merely 
asa vehicle fortheir own powerful observa- 
tions. 

“In the controversies of politics candor and 
fairness are due to ab honorable adversary, and 
are due from the newspaper itself even when 
opposing an adversary not honorable. But 
American newspaper readers love a stout-con- 
tender and a stirring contest. They are best 
pleased, Iam sure, with those newspapers taat 
act upon Polonius’s advice to Laertes as to his 
‘pehavior in a quarrel: 


**¢Boear 't that th’ opposed may beware of thee.’ 


“T do not mean by this that newspaper read- 
ers até content to have personal apuse and 
‘vituperation take the place of appeals to rea- 
son, but that the arguments should be laid on 
‘till they are felt, and that every weakness of 
the enemy should be exposed, every mistake 
pointed out, and that from the beginning of thé 
Canvass until its close ho point or opportunity 
which cap be made to tell upon him should be. 
tuissed. ifa cause Or & candidate be worth 
fighting for 1t is worth while to make the fight 
strenuously. 

In regard to politios, as in regard te religion 
or philanthropy or trade, I believe the public: 
hasa right to expect that a newspaper shail 
publish its own opimions, not opinions dic- 
tated to it by the Onairman of a politioal com- 
mittee; that it shall decide what it will print 
and what it will not print according toits own 
judgment, not accerding to the judgmentof a 
caucus of politicians, 

“Not many editors have practiced their art 
for its own sake, for even those millionaires 
who have maintained newspapers, as othermill- 
ionaires have kept ave 
cemmonly done s0, not purely for recrea- 
tion, but with a view to indirect bene- 
fits eithér in politicos or in the stock mar- 
ket. Yet an art which comes home to the 
business and bosoms and breakfast tables of so 
large a part of the community is worth pursu - 
ing worthily and somewnati for its own sake. 
Editors and proprietors of newspapers are not 
‘usually more exareless of the substantial re- 
‘wards of thoir toil than other peopie, but the 
Dabit of liberality in the interest of excellence 
comes easily to them from thé nature. of their 
occupation. No one thing & uewspaper does 
pays directly.

Even the organs 
of the saloon keepers are fereed to deplore the 
evil of intemperance. But in minor or major 
feforms the wise editor keeps well in touch 
/with the better part of humanity about him, 
and oftentimes acoomplishes the most goed hy 
striving to reform the reformers. There aré very 
few plans for the betterment of the scheme of 
sreation which a prudent newspaper oan dc :

‘CHARLES FASOLDT. 


Charles Fasoldt, the well-known clock- 
moker, inventor, and mechanical artist, died in 
Albany Monday night, aged seventy years. 

Charles Fasoldt was woll known in scientific 
circles. The most prominence was given him 
through his wonderful and intricate inventions 
and achievements in microscopical mechanism. 
He invented many notable appliances for 
microscopes and chronometers, and at the time 
of his death had six vaiuable patents in his 
safe, One of his latest works Was an astronom- 
foal calendar clock with gravity escapoment, 
which runs a whole year with one winding. 

Mr. Fasoldt was born in Dresden, Saxony, 
Feb, 23, 1819. For three years he was an offi- 
cer in the “ Allegemeine Voiksebewaffeming.” 
While serving in this capacity ne formulated a 
plan to cut off the communication +o the fortifi- 
cation of Konigstein. When the rebellion was 
over he esteped through the Prussian lines and 
came to this country, and soon after reaching 
here learned that he was condemned to death, 
but sentence was afterward commuted to 20 
yeere iniprisonment. He went to Albany in 

861, whére he nade 2a number of astronomical 
clocks. Inu 1870 he constructed the first town 
clock with two movements, many of the parts 
being his own inventions, The large tower 
clock exhibited in the Philadelphia Centennial 
Exbibitien in 1876 was made by Mr. Fasoldt, 
he receiving the prize medal of honor and di- 
plowa ot merit for his genius.

“As the Entertainment Oommittee raised a 
sum far in excess of what was originally deentea 
porsible, and double that raised by subscrip- 
tion, 1t is, in common with thé other sub-com- 
mittees, entitled to a reasonable time in which 
to quietly make its collections and pay its just 
debts, without having its action or non-action 
oriticised. From the beginning the Entertain- 
ment Committes refused to handle any of the 
‘moveys appropriated by the State or the city. 
It did, however, stipulate that a fund of 
$20,000 should be guaranteed to it from the 
Moneys raised by subsertption, and that in ad- 
dition thereto the proceeds of the sale of all 
Dboxes and seats in the Metropolitan Opera 
“House and of all tickets for the ball and the 
banquet should be set apart for its exclusive 
use. So positive was the committee in this re- 
gard that, by a formal resolution, it refused to 
‘make apy contracts until those sums Were guar- 
anteed it, The Chairman of the Entertainment 
Committee glee recommended, in writing, to 
the Chairman of the Exeoutive Committee, sey- 
eral months previous to the date ef the eelebia- 
tion, that these facts be made not only & matter 
of oe but ef public notoriety.

Shortly before leaving England Mr. Sloan 
the Valkyrie. He isa friend of Designer Wat- 
son, having sailed for him tn a nurober ef races. 
The question as tothe real model of the Val- 
kyrie is attracting widespread attention at this 
time, 80 therefore the opinion of a yachtsman 
who has seen her is of hon ype interest. 

“The Valkyrie was well along when I looked 
at her,” said Mr. Sloan, * aud | could obtain a 
true idea of her build. She is a beautiful craft. 
In my opinion she wil) be the best that Mr. 
Watson has ever designed, and will, in all 
probability, outsail the speedy Yavana. Above 
the water line shé resembles the Thistle, but be- 
low she is of quite a different model. Her 
torefoot is very deep to begin with, and this is 
probably the result of Mr. Watson’s éxperience 
with the Thiatie sailing to windward. Her 
deep forefoot will enable her to hold 
her course to windward, where th6 
Thistle failed. Her bilge is easy and she 
has modérately hollow garboards. There is 
considerable rake to her stern post and she has 
an vunusually long overhang both at stem and 
stern, which makes her look like a Jarger boat 
than she realiy is. Her draught of water, I 
should say wiil go over elevea feet. She is un- 
doubtediy a yacht of great stability. Her 
keel struck me at once as Ddbeing of a 
peculiar type, which probably gave rise to 
the suspicion that she is provided with a een- 
treboard, but she is not, Her keel is broad and 
heavy, but [I could telk at once from her con- 
struction that she will not. carry a centreboard. 
She is well cut away aft, and her excessive 
overhang gives her an exceedingly graceful ap- 


pearance. Ske is S85 feet over all; still 
it must not be forgotten that this &% 
feet is Lioyd’s measurement, which 1s very 


ditferent from the measurement in this coun- 
try. I[ should say that her extreme length 
over alli py the messurement employed here 7 
would be over ninety feet I hardly think 
it would reach ninety-four feet, as Commodore 
Smith of the New-York Yacht Club has 
stated, but it might. Ninety-two feet would 
hit it nearer right. Lioyu’s measure- 
urement over ali is from the forward part of 
the stem to the after side of the stern post, on 
the range of the deck, and any yachtsman cap 
readily understand how the Valkyrie’s stern 
and 6lem are designed to give her a consider- 
ably longer overhang than 18 taken into uscount 
in Lioyd’s measurement. Her general design 
is a graceful one. Mr. Watson has 
studied in producing her to _ eliminate 
the defects found in his previous yachts, and 
the result will make the eyes of yachtsmen 
glisten, you can believe. Of the American 
yachts I have seen the Katrina reminds me 
more of the Valkyrie above the water line than 
any other. The Valkyrie, however, will at once 
strike yavhting men here as being a larger boat 
in appearance than any of the four American 
seventy-footers.” 

As the word and judgment of Mr. Sloan can- 
not be doubted, yachting men will be able from 
his views to judge fur themselves of the model 
of the Earl of Dunraven’s hew yacht. Whethér 
she has acentreboard and whether eignty-fiv 
feet, the length over ali given by thé Earl, 
is her extreme length, have been the 
themes for much discussion, The question now 
arises as to her size on deck as compared with 
the yachts which have heretofore successfully 
defénded the America’s Cup and the seventy- 
tooters. 

Taking her length as estimated by Mr. Sloan a 
comparison of the yachts will be as follows:

It will be seen at once by the above table that 
on déck the Valkyrie ia not such asmail boat 
atter all. 'Wnile her long overhang may not 
give her advantage in stability directly, it will 


aid her indirectly in providing her 
with deck room which will allow her 
main sheet to be well aft and her 


staysail to bé long méasure on the foot, both 
of which are an advantage. <A broad keel 
naturally lowers her centre of gravity and 
increases stability or power to carry sail. In 
Lioya’s oflicial yacht register, just received in 
this city, is interesting informatien as to the 
tonnage of the Valkyrie and the other foreign 
challegers for the America’s Cup. The figures 
given in Lioyd’s register are:

The formula by which the Thames tonnage is 
reeokoned is: Multiply the difference between 
length and breadth by breadth and then the 
product by haif thé breadth and divide by 
ninety-four.

The only factors which 
will be considered in the measurement of the 
Valkyrie by the New-York Yacht Club 
will be load-water-ine length and sail 
area. The Vaikyrie will come within the 
seventy-foot class, and, as sail area is lightl 
taxed by the New-York Yacnt Olub, she will 
got offeasy with the big rig she will probably 
carry. Tho only thing that ie not in her favor 
is a time allowance in ease the Volunteer is 
matched against her. She will only receive 
thirteen and a half minutesin a forty-knot 
course, which is against her when length is 
considered. 

THE LETTER FROM DUNRAVEN. 

The contents of the Earl of Dunraven’s letter 
received Monday was not made public yester- 
day. Cowmodore James D. Smith, Chairman of 
the Cup Committee of the New-York Yacht 
Club, issued a call for a meeting of the cemmit- 
tee, but only Messrs. J. F. Tams and 
Rutherfard Stuyvesant responded. The 
other members of the committed are out of the 
city. The letter was opened and will be read 
to the members of the Now-York Yacht Club at 
® meeting of the club to-morrow evening. 
There is little doubt that the Earl expresses his 
willingness to abide by whatever conditions 
the Cup Committee cheoses to impose. Com- 
modore Smith said that the letter is a very 
‘satisfactory one, and that means that Dunra- 
ven will sail unless prevented from 806 doing by 
the Royal Yacht Squadron on account of the 
condition imposed by the New-York Yacht 
Ciud thatif won thé America’s Cup shall be 
oy subject tothe terms of the new deed of 
gift. 

The cable announces that the Royal Yacht 
Squadren has intrusted the roger ym ey of its 
end of the match to thé Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Ormonde. In case these gentlemen do 
not agree to hold the cup, if won, subject to the 
new deed of gift, the Valkyrie cannot sail 
for the trophy. An individual yachtowner ean- 
not challenge and sail for the cup. It appears 
now that all depends upon the acceptance by 
Wales and Ormonde of the new déed.

“BROTHER JONATHAN.” 


OLD GOV. TRUMBULL’S WORK IN THE 


WAR FOR INDEPENDENCE 

NeEw-Lonpon, Conn., May 14.—Connectiout 
people are not forgetting that here im their own 
State lie the ashes of one of Washington’s dear- 
est friends and trusted counselors, a man who, 
next to Washington, stoodjin the front rank in 
the service for his country during the long 
Revolutionary period—“ Brother Jonathan” 
Trumbull. 

The remains of this famous wat Governor of 
Connecticut—this “Brother Jonathan” whom 
Washington nicknamed and whose title has 
since been appended to Americans everywhere 
—lie in the eid Trumbull tomb on Lébanon’s 
beautiful and historic green in this county. 

A price was set upon thé head of this brave 
old rébelr Governor by the Government of Great 
Britain. His wasa remarkable family. He was 
born in Lebanon, Oct. 12, 1710, old style, and 
Was graduated trom Harvard College in 1727. 
He became a licensed preacher, but events al- 
tered a determination to enter the pulpit on his 
part, and he undertook a eommerctal life, in 
Wilch he was highly successiul. This change 
in bis ¢alling rendered him more available in 
the civil serviee of the country. In 1739 he 
was chosen Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives, and was constantly in offices of trust 
and responsibility till 1783, when, after hav- 
ing served as Governor of Connecticut through 
s period of fourteen more eventful and impor- 
tant years than any 1n the history of the coun- 
try, he declined re-election. 

In ali the transactions ef his life he was are- 
markable man. In the earliest part of the con- 
troversy between Groat Britain and the*Ameri- 
can colonies he was ever censpicuous for his 
zeal and patriotism in the cause of libetty. 
When the war broke out he was the only one ef 
the Governors of the thirteen colonies who 
stood stanch in the American cause. He was & 
great counselor. Washington leaped heavily 
upon him during those dark hours, and it was 
to the fertile resources of ** Brother/Jonathan” 
that he ever turned for supplies and for the 
sinews of war. The phrase, * We must consult 
Brother Jonathan,” used by Gen. Washington 
when he first took command of the Continental 
Army at Cambridge, was so often repeated by 
him that it became a by-word with his staff.and 
eventually, through the army, spread al! over 
the Union and the world. “ Brother Jonathan” 
then became a national generic name for Amer-- 
icans, even as the title of *‘ John Bull’ is recog- 
nized for the sons of merry Englaad. . 

In addition to the vast and incessant duties 
which were heaped tpon him by the war of the 
Revolution in hts high official ¢apacity, he was 
also chief officer of the naval forces of the 
State, and the raising of volunteers, granting 
letters of marque, furnishing supplies, and ad- 
justing prize claims. dévoived on him. Two of 
the many war vessels fitted ouf then bore his 
name—the frigate Trumbull and the audacious 
privateer Governor Trumbull. The latter bore 
a pennant with the Trumbull, or, as it was 
originally ealled, Trumbull motto: ‘* Fortuna 
Facet Audaci.” 

Gov. Trumbull built a thirty-six-gun frigate 
on the Thames River near Norwich, and anoth- 
er of twenty-cight guns at Chatham, on the 
Connecticrt. He retired from active mercan- 
tile pursuits only afew years before his death, 
which occurred Aug. 17, 1785, five years after 
the death of his wife, Faith Robinson of Dux- 
bury, Mass. The Trumbull tomb at Lebanon, 
erected in 1785, has a front of granite facing 
the northwest. The jiarge grass-tufted mound 
in the rear covers the ashes of the rebel Gov- 
ernor, his wite, his eldest son Joseph, Commuis- 
sary General under Washington; his second 
son, Jonathan, Jr., Paymaster General and 
Washington’s private secretary and aide de 
camp and afterward Speaker of the Unitea 
Etates House of Representatives ana also Goy- 
ernor of Connecticut; his son-in-law, William 
Willianis, on6 of the sigmers of the Declaration 
of Independence, and a host of other descend- 
ants. Over the entrance is @ granite plinth 
supporting the significant broken column. 

When in official dress ‘“* Brother Jonathan’s”’ 
personal appearagce was much like what is 
now supposed to be the national caricature. 
He was of tall, gauntform and wore a swallow- 
tail homespun coat, manufacturéd in his family 
from wool raised on his own farm, and colored 
with maple bark produced from his own wood- 
pile, the dye being set with iron filings obtainea 
from. the bilacksmithy in the neighborhood. 
The coat was cut and made after the latest 
fashion by the Village tailor, who—traveling for 
miles on foot—brought his own goose and 
shears to the Governor’s house. The latter 
“found” the wax, thread, and board. The 
talicr received in produce for his labor $1 for 
the making of a iuli dress coat, 50 eents per 
pair for trousers, and 25 cents for each 
waistcoat, after which the merry thread- 
drawer would wend his way home with a 
bag of weal on one shouldér, a couple of pieves 
of salt pork on the other, and various articles 
from the farm stowed about his person. 
Brother Jonathan’s shirt ruffies and neckties 
‘were spun, woven, bleached, ahd made by his 
wife from flax ef his own raising. His genteel, 
tight-fitting trousers, some six'inches short of 
his ankles, were made of linsey woolsy, Iike- 
wise prepared and spun in his own family. His 
Bilver-buckled shoes were made by a peripatetic 
cobbler, who brought his own lapstone, last, 
and hammeron his back, from neatshide sole 
leather and calfskin tanned with white oak 
bark “at the halves” at the nelghpboring tan- 
yard, from hides of the Governor's own raising. 
The shoemaker would take his pay “off the 
farm.” Three pecks of corn were paid for an 
ordinary-sized pair of shoes. 

The term “johnnie cake” is derived from 
“journey cake,” thus calied because of the fa- 
cility with which it couid be prepared to satiate 
the impatient appetites of the Puritan fathers 
in their tramps through the forests. The term 
«journey cake” was retained till the close of 
the War of Independence, about which time, in 
compliance with the prayers of memorials from 
the women of Connecticut and Rivode Island to 
the respective lawmakers of the Common- 
Wealth, the term “journey” as applied to the 
meai cakes was abrogated by sovereign author- 
ity and that of “johnnie” substituted in its 
place in honor of Gov. Jonathan Trumbull. 
“Johnnie cake” will ever rémain a national 
dish in New-England.

ANOTHER LESSON IGNORED 


NO ATIEMPTS 10 PEEVENT 
SUBWAY EXPLOSIONS. 
BROADWAY PAVEMENTS TORN UP FOR 
MANY FEET-—~POSSIBILITIES OF LOSS 

OF LIFE BY FUTURE UPHEAVALS. 

The necessity of citizens bidding a con-: 
tingent farewell to their families when they 
leave them iu the morning was made-even more 
apparent than ever at 10:30 o'clock on Monday 
night, when the sabway at Pifteenth-street and 
Broadway exploded and wrecked the pavements 
in the vicinity. Wo effort was made by the offi- 
eers of the Board of Electrical Contrul te ascer- 
tain exaetly why the explosion eceurred or :ow 
others may be avoided in future, 

The location of the explosion, it is evident to 
the passer-by, mage it exceptionally dangerous, 
Thousands of women pass the apot every day, 
attracted by the promenade as well as the great: 
stores in the neighborhood. Carriages by the 
score stand in the vicinity every afternoon, 
waiting for thelr owners, Who are shopping 
near by. Even at night the place is passed by 
throngs going to and from the theatres. 

No one who had actually seen the explosion 


could be found yesterday, save the patroiman : 


of the West Thirtieth-street station who ran to 
the spot when the report of the uptearing of 


the pavements reached him. The engineer of 
the board decisred that the explosion was of 
the most trifling character. Hore are ite dimen- 
sions: The m ie of the subway is about ten 
feet directly southeast of the upper corszer of 
Fifteenth-street and Broadway. From this 
polmt te the curb and an equal distance to 
ube car tracks the heavy Belgian blocks had 
been torn up and covered with earth, the sur- 
face of the street _beiig sunk in three places 
quite two feet. Extending from ‘the manhole 
to the car tracks, a distance of twenty-five feet 
and with a width of about three feet, a trench 
had been torn out of the pavement. The upper 
half of the space between the corners was 
ripped up and the heavy iron cover of the man- 
hole was found at least tour feet from the hole. 
The only ‘way in which the cover could have 
got there was by having been raised several 
feet into the air by the concussion and hurled 
to the piace where it was found. The accident 
oceourring half an hour later would have had 
the theasre people as efther spectators or vio- 
tims. At any time before dark serious injuries 
to pedestrians could not have been avoided. 

In the “repairs” by the workingmen yester- 
day morning no effort was Made, apparentiy, 
to aseertain where the jeakage occurred from 
the gas main or how the gas accumulated in the 
conduit. The wires wore simply replaced and 
the pavements relaid. The onperse of the 
Subway Construction Company a theory, 
however. This explanation was vouchsated; 

“The gas probably leaked into the subway 
conduits afd became ignited in some way. The 
accident was unavoidable.” 

Almost paralie] with the conduits at the place 
of the expiosion runs a big main of the Consol- 


idated Gas Company. The gas companies, while’ 


they endeavor to make their pipes impervious, 
do not suceeed, and even in their aunnal re- 
ports they make allowances for leak- 
ages. In the oonstruction of the con- 
duitse tests were made of their impervi- 
ousness to water or air, and that was about all. 
When the conduits were laid the excavations 
and subsequent fillings-in disturbed the align- 
ment of the gas mains and made them leak even 
more than before. The conduits furnished the 
gas with outlets to the surface, and the result 
‘Was that the conduits became receptacles for 
the gas. An exposed wire is sullicient to cause 
® Spark in these subways, and the natant this 
oscurs an explosion is inevitable. Such was 
the cause of the more disastrous explosion at 
Twenty-third-street, and the subway company, 
as well as tie Commissioners, concede that 
such was very likely the case at Fifteenth- 
street. The coincidence is particularly strength- 
ened, too, by the fact that the explesions were 
on the sgme line of conduits. 

At the time of the Twenty-third-street acci- 
dent Mayor Grant ordered an investigation and 
suggestions Were made of ways to stop the ac 
cumulation of gas. But nothing was done based 
upon the dedactions of this investigation. An 
oticer of the Consolidated Gas Company said 
last night that the only way the leakages of gas 
into the streets couja be stopped was for the gas 
companies to lay a complete System of either 
wrought-iron or rubber-covered pipes, and the 
only way in which the absorbtion of the gas by 
the subways could be prevented was by laying 
conduits which had been tested for impervious- 
ness under a much higher pressure than they 
have been yet subjected to. 

‘Until both of these are done,” he declared, 
“New-York must expest to have experiences 
like this overy once in a while. They wili be 
more apt to occur early in the evening than at 
any other time, because then there is a greater 
pressure of gas and a greater force of electric- 
ity in use,” 

“What would a new system ofgas pipes cost?” 
was asked. 

“So much,” was the reply, “ that the compa- 
nies would be compelled to contest such action 
in the courts in order two preserve their exist- 
ence.” 

** And the improved conduits ?” 

“They would mean that the construction 
company could not get along with its present 
capitalization.” 

It was sald last night that the Monday night 
explosion has so aroused the storekeepers along 
Broadway that they intend to petition Mayor 
Grant for relief from the danger of the repeat- 
ed upheavals of the streets,

THE GREELEY MONUMENT. 


A CONTRACT SIGNED FOR THE BRONZE 
STATUE FOR CITY HALL PARK. 

lt was definitely determined yesterday 
that Horace Greeley is to have a statue in City . 
Hall Park at an expense of $25,000. The 
sum of $10,000 having been collected, the con~ 
tract has been signed with Mr. ‘Alexander 
Doyle, who has begun work on the composition. 
It hag taken nearly seventeen years to reach 
this result. 

Boon after the death of Mr. Greeley in the 


, Winter of 1872 a large committeo was formed 


for the collection of money to secure the object: 
in view. W. W. Niles was President of the com- 
mittee, wbich includeti P. T. Barnum, John. 


Bigelow, Samuel J. Tilden, Androw H. Green,, 
and Clarkson N. Petter. To the appeal of this 
committee there was an immediate response, 
and geveral theusand dojlars was contributed 
But public in st soon died out, and the fuyd, 
Was put on 
further activity. In addition to this amount, 
Was contributed through the Tridune. 
ar ge W. Childs ana James Gerdon Bennett 
gave $1,000 each. 

Without any knowledge of the existence of 
sucha fund, Typograpuical Union No. 6 aud. 
Horace Greeley Post of the Grand Army of the 
Republic organized a special movement to raise 
money for @ sultable statue. George H. Meoro 
of THE TriMxs office was made President, with 
Amos J. Cummings as Secretary, other mem- 
bers of the committee being M.D, Savage, H. 
V. Ourry, and John W. McGeverin. It was only 
when these proceedings were made public that 
the impracticability of making two separate 
and distinct appeals for two monuments be- 
came evident. Hence efforts were begun to 
effect a consolidation of the two bodies, and this 
fusion once aceomplished they have awarded 
the contract to, Mr. Doyle. 

The consolidated fund now amounts to over 
$10, , but an orgauized and systematic effort 
will be made to increase it to $25,000, which 
will be ample to provide for the figure designed 
by Mr. Doyle, with an appropriate pedestal and 
decorative terrace. An appeal will be made to 
the printers and the newspaper men of the 
United States as well as to the general public. 

“* My eonception,” remarked Mr. Doyle yes- 
terday, “isto make a portrait statue of Horace 
Greeley, [ have chosen the sitting figure as 
more characteristic of the man than a standing 
one, which is better indicative of the orator, the 
soldier, or naval commander. When completed 
the statue and pedestal will be 18 feet high. 
The statue and accesseries—bookes, newspapers, 
and what not—will be coast in standard bronze; 
the pedestal will be of granite, aud I hope the 
fund will be sufficiently large to pormit of out- 
lying stonework, particularly as. the architect- 
ure aboyst City Hall Park, where the statue is 
to be erected, has assumed a massive character, 
which will grow in imposing effect with further 
bDuilding.” 

Mr. Doyle is the author of many works, 
among them the bronze equestrian statue of 
Albert Sydney Johnston at New-Orleans, the 
memorial to John Howard Payne at Washing- 
ton, the bronze statue of Robert E. Lee at New- 
Orleans, the granite statue of Peace at York- 
town, the bronze statue of Gen. Philip Schuyler 
at Saratoga, the statue of Senator B. H. Hill of 
Georgia, and the marbje statue of Gen. Garfield 
for the Cleveland monument.

AT THE ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


CELEBRATION OF ITS EIGHTY-THIRD 
ANNIVERSARY YESTERDAY.

During the preliminary exercises the Rey. 
Leighton Williams read the annual report, which 
showed that the asylum wasin the somewhat 

culjiar position of having sheljer fer more 
children than it 1s caring fer and of being able 
to ask for more orphans to fill its vacant room. 
The number in the asylum April 1 was 124 
boys and 55 giris. The receipts for the year 
were nearly $60,000, of which about $30,000 
went for current expenses, while $21,000 was 
invested. During the year 46 boys and girls 
had left the asylum, and many of them had 
made encouragipg reports of success in their 
new spheres. The teaching of singing and the 
drilling of the boys by a Police Sergeant had 
been 1ntrodu and found valuable additions 
to the curriculum. 

After business had been disposed of the chil- 
dren from the nursery, tots of two years of 
age to the largest boys and girls of twelve or 
thirteen years, entertained their visitors with 
a perenne of songs, choruses, recitations, 
and exhibitions of drill; which showed that 
their education was being well cared for. Mrs. 
Odell presented prizes for good cenduct and 
proficiency to about fifty of the scholars, and all 
the children repaired to the large dining room, 
where a beautiful repast of cakes, ice cream, 
and other delicacies had beer prepared for them.

HE IS RETIRED TO THE RANKS WITH

The leng-expected meeting ef the Kings 
Coanty Republican General Committee was 
held last night in Everett Hall in Fulton-street, 
Brooklyn.

A WOUMAN’S ACOUSATION. 


SHE SAYS THAT CHARLES 8S. LESHER 
TRIED TO POISON HER, 

Charles S, Lesher, the twenty-year-old 
son of Stephen KR. Lesber, the senior member of 
the importing firm of Lesher, Whitman & Co., 
at 502 Broaa@way, was a prisoner at the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Oourt yesterday charged 
with attempting to kill one Leonore Mitchell by 
administering poison to her. The complainant 
is @ handsome woman, twenty-eight years of 
age, and lives at 42 West Twonty-seventh-street. 
She was fashionably attired and was accom- 
panied by a colored maid, Laura Paul. In her 
affidavit the woman Mitchell alleges that on 


the 4th of March, while she was living at 21 
West Thirty-first-street, the défendant, with 
whom she was on intimate terms, induced her 
to drink a glass of wine in which he poured a 
quantity of digitalis, and that soon after she 
became very sick and was colupelled to call in 
a doctor, who saved her life. 

The woman says that Lesher tried to kill her 
because he was jealoua of her. When he called 
on her a few days afterward the complainant 
avers that he admitted having administered the 

Oison, but said thet be had been drinking, or 

6 would not have done it. Young Lesher, who 
is employed in the office of Weed & Kennedy, 
50 Pine-street, and lives with his parents at 
330 Madigon-avenue, said that there was abso- 
lutely no foundation for the terrible charge 
made against him, and that it was simply an 
attempt on the part of the woman to blackmail 
him. Ho admitted that he hard spent a good 
deal ot his time in her company. He, too, 
claims to have a note from her in his possession 
containing a confession that she had atrempted 
to destroy herself by taking poison. an examina- 
tion will be beld inthe case on Friday, and 
young Lesher was released on $1,000 bail given 
by his father.

BEER AND TOMATOES IN QOURT. 
The tomato was decided te be a vegetable 
in the United States Circuit Court yesterday. 
John Nix & Co. recently imported a large quan- 
tity of Bermuda tomatoes and were eharged 10 
per cent, duty under the tariff on vegetabies in 
anatural state. The importers held that the 
tomato is a fruit and should come in free. After 


definitions in various dictionaries had been in- 
troduced as evidence and discussed, upon the 
motion of Assistant District Attorney William 
W. Smith, Judge Lacombe directed the jury to 
find for the Government, as it had been shown 
that in commerviai uee tomatoes were regarded 
as vogétables. 

In the sane court beer was determined to be 
@ liquer in the eye of the law. Oliender & Co. 
recently sought to recover $1,700 from the Col- 
lector of the Port as allowance for damage to 
some casks of beer which they had imported. 
The tariff schedules on liquors gives no allow- 
ance id breakage er no ens The importers ar- 
gued that the beer. wae not a liquor in the sense 
of the tariff, and that they were entitled to al- 
lowances. Assistant District Attorney Platt 
showed that beer had been elassed as a liquor 
in excise laws of various States, and that a per- 
son selling malt liquor was called 4 liquor 
dealer. Judge Lacombe directed a verdict for 
the Government, 





LOW PRICES FOR CATTLE. 
Seventy-five registered Holstein-Friesian 
cattle were disposed of yesterday in the Amer- 
ican Institute Building at the fourta annual 
American breeders’ combination sale. The at- 
tendance was very small and no good prices 


were secured. Tbe largest buyers were D, D. 
Wagner & Co, Baston, Penzr., who bought, 
among others, the four highest-priced cattle; 
J. W. Dimes of this city. J. T. Shalicross of 
Middletown, Del, ana D. Sherman of Dover 
Plains, N. Y. 

One hundred and fifty dollars was the highest 
figure reached. It was given for a@ cow, cata- 
logued No. 58 and considered a very rich 
milker, having yielded seventy pounds of milik 
in one day. Seven brought $10 each, nine $20, 
one $25, seven $30, two $35, eleven $40, four 
$45, eight $50, ten $60, six $70, four $80, and 
one each $100, $105, $130, and $150. The sale 
will be continued to-day, when about eighty 
head will be disposed of.

SIOBIES OF CROOKEDNESS. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS AT THB 
CUSTOM HOUSE TO BE INVESTIGATED. 
Interest in the doings of Collector Er- 

hardt was somewhat lessened yesterday by a 
new sensation at the Custom House. Charges 
have been made in a vague sort of way that 
certain persons who took the civil service ex- 
amination, which was held last month for 
places in the service, obtained the questions be- 
forehand by paying seme one $25 or $50 for 
the privilege. Another rumor is thatsome of 
those persons who were supposed to take the 
examinations did notZattend them in person at 
all, but were represented by substitutes. 

These charges and rumors have been heard 
both within and outside of the service, and 
Deputy Naval Officer Comstock, who is the 
Chairman of the Civil Service Board at the 


Custom House, is making an investigation of 
the whole question. He sald yesterday that he 

as no accusation to make against any y 
ust now. He was one of the examiners him- 
self, and, as far as he could see, none of the 
seals on the packages of examination papers 
which came from Washington had been tam- 
pered with. He was yot, however, certain that 
the packages had not been opened. Mr, Com- 
stock became Chairman of the board not many 
days ago. He thinks that if there was any vio- 
lation of the examination rules, t was in the 
case of the papers in tne examination for pro- 
motion. 

These papers are put together in the Naval 
Office, and the papers for entrance to the service 
are sent from Washington. From the Naval 
Office the promotion examination papers are 
sent to the oftice of Deputy Collector Mason, 
who is Secretary of the boatd. Mr. Comstock, 
of course, has the fullest confidence that if 
there was any wrong done Mr. Mason knew 
nothing of it, and all the officials share this con- 
fidence in Mr. Mason. Mr. Comstock makes no 
charges against any of the subordinates. He 
says, however, that if any wrong is proved by 
the investigation those guilty of it will be held 
to a strict account. 

Mr. Mason’s leave of absence, which will prac- 
tically end bis term of office, began yesterday 
and he went out or town. His friends say that 
the charges sbould have been made before he 
went away, but they have no doubt that he will 
be heard from with emphasis when he hears 
that the reports are afloat. His friends openly 
say thatthey believe the charges are broaght 
simply to annoy Mr. Mason. He is ready, they 
add, to stand by his statement a few days azo 
that everything about his office h been con- 
ducted with honesty, and that he defied any 
one to show tbe contrary. 

Fred Davis, clerk in Mr, Mason’s office, says 
that he has heard nothing about the rumors. 
He says that the packages that came from 
Washington were covered with seals and were 
received at the Post Ollice directed to E. B. 
Post or Postmaster. They arrived on the morn- 
ing of the examination and were taken in 
charge by Mr. Mason. Mr. Davis does not be- 
rr that there could have been any crooked 
work,

THE OCENTRE-BEARING RAILS. 

While the Railroad Commissioner’s bill 
preventing the use of centre-bearing rails by 
street raiiroads companies was passing in the 
Senate yesterday Alderman Shea introduced a 
resolution into the Board of Aldermen requiring 
allsuch companies to take up their centre- 
bearing rails at the rate of 25 per cent. a year 
and replace them with tram or groeve rails 
laid finsh with the psvement of the streets, 
and, if they fail to comply, empowering the 
Commissioner of Public Works to do the work 
of replacement at the expense of the companies 
The resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Railroads. The maielve bill requires the 
Tailroads in cities of 500,000 or more inhabi- 
tants to remove centre-bearing rails at the rate 
of 20 per cent. a year.

STATE WEATHER BUREAU’ 


TAR SERVICE AS. ESTABLISHED | 

AT OOBNELL. 

& SHALL BEGINNING RESULTS IN THE’ 
ORGANIZATION OF AN EFFICIENT 
CORPS OF OBSERVERS. 

TIrmaoa, N. Y., May 14.—The establishment of 
® State Weather Bureau and Signal Service at 
Cornell University, though it may prove to be, 
perhaps, the wisest act of the present Legielat- 
ure, hasso far practieally been unnoticed by 
the press of the State. But this service is not 
&n experiment. New-York is one of the last 
Btates to fall intoline and provide herself with 
® weather service of greater local acouracy than 
that furnished by the National Government. 
To Iowa belongs the honor of first establishing 
a State Weather Bureau. Dr. Gustavus Hein- 
Gricks of Iowa City, the present director of the 
State service, was the man who, many years ago, 
secured its establishment. It has proved of im- 
mense benefit to the acricultural, commercial, 
and acientific interests of the State, and its 
originator is regarded as a public benefactor. 
Other States soon followea Jowa’s example, 
until now there are bureaus in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Dhnois, Michigan, Missouri, Kansas, Ar- 
Kansas, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, Ne- 


Braska, Nevada, Oregon, Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, and New-Jersey. The New-England 
States are served by asociety of scientists, 
Who carry on the work by means of endowment 
funds. Their. headquarters are at Harvard 
Valseneyy. Colorado is oxepned by a aimilar 
organization. Canada is well provided, and 
daily reports are exchanged across the border. 
‘Lhe weather vureaus of the States are not to be 
compared with those of the European nations, 
though a geod start has been made. 4 

The idea of a New-York State Weather Serv- 
ice is not of recent origin. Sixteen years ago 
Prof, E. A. Fuertes, Dean of the Department of 
Civil Engineering in Cornell University, began 
laying plans for its establishment. ‘ During this 
period be has devoted mucn of his time and en- 
ergy toward the project and has paid out of his 
own pocketnearly $2,000 toward its realization. 

TsE Times’s correspondent found Prof. 
Fuertes in his cozy office yesterdsy afternoon 
surrounded by books, papers, and queer-look- 
ing instruments, supposed to appertain to engi- 
neering. The professor is said to be feeling 
unusually genial these days, for the university 
has just completed a handsome and commodt- 
ous eighty-thousand-dollar building for his de- 
partment, which has outgrown the present 
quarters. Prof. Fuertes was willing to talk 
concerning the new weather bureau. He said: 

**When, in 1873, I was elected te the Deanship 
of the Department of Civil Engineering in 
Cornell University I found very little data at 
hand in reference to rainfall and evaporation. 
Atmy own expense I fitted up a meteorological 
observatory. For the firat two or three years 
the work was done by students, privately paid. 
In 1876 the university assum the expense 
of an observer and I also.enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of the United States Signal Service, which 
has been very kind and has given this station 
much aid in return for continuous reports and 
epecial data. With the exception of one month, 
in which the observer was dishonest in: his 
work, systematic observations relating to gen- 
eral meteorology have been carried on upon a 
large number of points, witheut a single break, 
since 1874. The peculiar weather conditions of 
the Btate led me to extend throughout the State 
an organized weather service, similar to the 
services already in operation, notably in the 
Bouthwestern States. The co-operation of farm- 
ers wae first solicited. and the Agricultural as- 
sociations were relied on for observations. At 
private expense a signal house and pole were 
erected on the campus, and predictions were 
made visible over a large territory. These were 
maintained for ten years and the percentage of 
indications verified ranged from 80 per cent. In 
favorabie seasons to 75 per cent. in unfavorable 
times. 

‘In 1886 a bill was introduced into the Legislat- 
ure by the Hon. Walter G. Smith of Tompkins 
County, providing for a State Weather Service, 
with headquarters at Cornell. It failed in both 
houses from wapt of interest. The usual diffi- 
culties were encountered in advocating a 
scheme which existed only on paper in this 
State, and it was deemed best to go ahead inde- 
pendently and organize a State service, and 
with such help as might be obtained appear be- 
fore the Legisiature jo win their favorable 
action. The national service detailed Isaac 
Brewer of the United. States Signal Corps to 
Cornell. Various cireulars describing the serv- 
ice and inviting assistance were sent to editors 
and other professional men, and to prominent 
farmers in the most important towns in the 
Btate, and in three weeks there were seventy 
observers with some Kind of equipment scat- 
tered in ali but two or three counties in the 
State. These observers sent monthly reports 
to Cornell, which I used for study and 
forwarded to Washington. This probationary 
organization also received weekly crop re- 
ports. and such other matters as are of profit. 
A weekly résumé of these reports is m and 
sent to newspapers for publication and algo.to 
each observer and correspo t. with. the 
request that they be posted in Post Offices, 
These résumés are made by placing on a large 
map, and over the counties and towns from 
which they were sent, the reports received. 
Thus a bird’s-eye view of the climate and crops 
in aay part of the State is readily obtained. 

“ The service thus being in practical opera- 
tion, the Hon Frank J. Enz of Tompkins Coun- 
ty introduced last year into the Assembly a sec- 
ond bill establishing a State Weather Service. 
It passed the Assembly, but reached the 
Benate too late for consideration. se | 
the present session the bill was passe 
in both branches of the Legislature, and 
it has received the sanction of the 
Governor. The service now awaits the nomi- 
nation by the Governor and confirmation of 
the third Commissioner. Immediately there- 
after the Commissioners will meet and estab- 
lish @ permanent weathér service. It is the in- 
tention to do by high motives, faithful work, 
and the limits of the appropriation everything 
possible to advance the agricultural and com- 
mercial interests of the State, and te make such 
studies of the climatology and meteorology of 
the State as may be ineluded in the objects 
of the bill Cornell University furnishes 
free of charge the time of one of its 
professors, and of the observers of the uni- 
versity; the officers of the central station and 
the use of its instruments and equipment. The 
National Weather Bugean farnishes the services 
of one of ite officers, a large number of costly 
blanks, the legitimate use of franked envelopes, 
and several de of instruments to be used at 
outside stations. From the State appropria- 
tion will be defrayed the expenses of other in- 
etruments, the publication of bulletins and 
disseminatien of weather warnings, &o. It is 
intended to secure the co-eperation of the rail- 
ways traversing the State, so that, as happens 
in many other States, every train will ‘carry 
weather signals, special pains being taken in 
the Fall and Spring in rence to cold waves 
and local storms. 

*“ One of the reasons why the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction is an ex officio Commis- 
sioner is on account of his influence in the 
school system of the Stata; scnool buildings offer 
the best conditions for the exposure of instru- 
Ments and for their preservation; and persons 
connected with schools are apt to become the 
most intelligent observers. Thus far, though 
no recompense and some care are connected 
with their duties, the only trouble experienced 
in getting local observers is the disposal of the 
large number of volunteers—an experience 
confirmed in other States. The observers 
engage to be at their instraments 
at 7 A M. and 2 P. an 
9 P. M. every day in the year. For this, and 
for the care of instruments, they enter intoa 
contract, strengthened by personal bonds. The 
equipment of an ordinary station usually con- 
sists of dry and wet bulb thermemeters, maxima 
and minima thermometers, a rainjgauge, and in 
some places mercurial baremeters. The ob- 
servations contemplate the filling ap of columns 
for each day in the month, giving the tempera- 
ture of the air and of evaporation, the atmos- 
pheric pressure, the time and amount of rain- 
Yali, nature and direction of cleuds, the obeer- 
vation of crope, and of such phenomena as 
soiar and lunar halos, aurora borealis and 
meteors, the appearance and disappearance 
of insects and birds, and every other 
local or general phenomenon connected 
with the interests of agriculture and the 
study of climate. At the central office and at 
a few important stations special investigations 
will be made upon atmospheric electricity, 
thanderstorms, and other subjects, as, for ex- 
,mple, the relations known to exist between 
the electrical conditions of the surface of the 
earth and the oscillations of the barometer. 
The fortanate junction at Cornell of the State 
Weather Bureau and the State Agricul tural 
Experiment Station, established last year, will 
favor nation of work and an increase in 
the number and usefulness of results will be 
obtained. Systematic and concerted work will 
favor the solatien of a variety of problems of 
importance to the cultural and ;commercial 
welfare of the State. / 

The bill recently passed, entitled “An act to 
establish @ State Meteorological Bureau and 
Weather Service, and to make an appropriation 
therefor,” oan be said to bave no political sig- 
nificance whatever, as it provides no salaries 
and offers no honors. It provides that the serv- 
ice “shall be under the control of three Cem- 
missioners—the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, the Professor of Civil Engineering 
at Cornell University, and a competent person 
to be appointed by the Governor, by ana with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, whose 
term of office shall be three years, shall 
be such Commissioners—who shall receive 
no compensstion for their services as auch 
Commissioners.” One of the three Commis- 
sioners is to be made director of the burean 
and he sball reeetve no compensation. The bili 
appropriates $4,500 annually for the mainte- 
pance of the service, as to matters of clerk hire, 
printing, &o., aud provides that the central sta- 
Lion and office of the bareau and service shall be 
at Cornell University; that volunteer weather 
stations and observatories siiall be establisned, 
(ft practicable, In every Congressional district 
and that mouthiy reports shall be printed an

Hall, Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, which unanimously 
reported the act, was one of: lts most outspoken 
opponents, He was looked upon with suspicion 
and hostility by the patrons of the mMmeasnre. 
His own bill im the committee, relating toa 
secret ballot, waa approved by Republican 
leaders, and was farsimpler in its provisions 
than the one now reported. Another curiosity 
in the history of the Hotchkiss bill is the posi- 
tion of Judge Glover of Fairtield, House Chair- 
inan of the committee. It was with great dif- 
ticulty that he was persuaded to introduce the 
measure, and he only consented to do so in the 
end at the earnest selicitation of a college class- 
mate at Yale. There isa growing impression 
that neither of these gentiemen would have 
agreed toreport the bill had Gov. Bulkeley 
allowed the John H. Swift commatation to pass 
without a veto. The Judiciary Committee has 
not forgiven Gov. Bulkeley for his interference 
in the Swift case, 

It has been known from the beginning of the 
session thet Gov. Bulkeley has not favered the 
main features of the Hotchkiss bil. His posi- 
tion was stated clearly in his message to the 
Legislature. The Judiciary Committee could 
think of no keener revenge than seading him 
the obnoxious measure for his signature. So 
tar as the bill ie concerned itself there is an 
unpardonable defect in it as regards the purity 
of elections. Under the measure the purchas- 
abie vote In the State can be wanipulated by 
unscrupulous politicians without the least dan- 
ger of punishment. The *‘fleaters” can be Dired 
to remain away from the bee effecting the 
sane result as though vo under purchase.

BRITISH NAVAL GOSSIP. 


The British naval constructors are con- 
fronted with two difficulties in tne recently- 
built war ships. It appears that every ship is 
furnished with an under-water steel protective 
deck, through which no opening whatever is 
suffered to be cut, except at hatch ways properly 
provided with coffer dams. Yet coal bunkers 
have been builtin two tiers, one above and the

Many explosives have been 
tried, bus that which has found most favor is 
the invention of Mr. Krattmeir, and is pro- 
duced by the Chilworth Guapowder Company. 
The pressures developed by this powder com- 
pare most favorably with the best gunpowders 

et made, and the property of smokeiessness 

as been so far attained that repeated dis- 
charges from the thirty-six-pounder gua with a 
charge of twelve peunds of powder only caused 
a thin brewn vapor, which quickly cleared ott. 
The trouble arising from all smokeiess powders 
is due to their deliquescent properties, which 
render them useless in @ very sbort time unless 
they are hermetically sealed from the time of 
manuracture until the moment of use. This, as 
& purely chemical matter, is being investigated 
by Prof. Sir F. Abel, who has now several sam- 
ples carefully sealed and secluded from atmos- 
og iutiuences at Woolwich. If hig report 

e ultimately favorable, the Chilworth Gunpow- 
der Company’s production will propvabiy be 
adopted for the English service. 

The two new British gunboats Thrush and 
Sparrow are nearly completed by the con- 
traciors and are to be handéd over and armed

HINTS FOR THOSE WHO WISH 
. T0 CAICH TROUT. 

SOME OF THE VARIETIES DESCRIBED— 
HOW TO CAST A FLY-—THE ROD 
SHOULD BE USED BY BOTH HANDS. 

Early in the season bait fishing for trout 
on Long Island is more successful than the 
more scientific work of the fly caster. From 
this time forward until July the fly caster’s 
sport will be grand and the most enjoyable 
seasen is perhaps right now when the scent of 
the apple blossoms pervades the air, and when 
all nature is smiling. 

It 18 needless to say that bait fishing and fly 
casting are as different as possible, and fly 
casting has various forms. While some insist 
that the only correct method is to fish up 
stream from the banks, others are equally post- 
tive that the fiv should be cast before them as 
they wade down stream in icy water up to 
their thigns. A favorite method is to cast the 
fly slightly forward up stream and to draw it 
gently inward. A rule that is strictly obeerved 
by all good trout fishers is to keep the sua in 
front or to one side. The moving shadow east 
upon the water of the body and the rod fright- 
ens even the tamest fish, Silence in trout fish- 
ing, as in whist,is golden, but a slight noise 
or even conversation with a comrade is prefer- 
able to stamping along the bunks of the stream. 
The slightest concussion will cause the wary 
monster trout, which live ina deep hole under 
the bank or behind a taverite sione, to dart 
swiftly to another undisturbed locality. 

Seuth, southeast, and southwest are the 
points of the cempass from which favorable 


winds olow for trout fishing, but after May 1 
good sport is often had when the tempered 
wind lows from the northwest. A fresh 
‘breeze, sufficient to cause a ripple on sheets of 
water of any size, is considered favorable for 
the fly caster. The ripple prevents the detection 
of the hook. In lake tishing a stiffer breeze is 
desirable. Flies for luke fishing should be 
larger than those employed in fishing streams 
or small ponds. 

Some favourite flies are the Cowdung, Bee Fly, 
Beach Gnat, Hare’s Ear, Green or Gray Drake, 
Cuiled May Fites, Cocktail Melluw Fly, 
Whirling Dun, Stone Fiy, Kingdom Fly, 
March Brown, White Gnat, White Moth, 
Governor, Blue Dun, Red Ant, Gold 6pin- 
ner, Blaek, Yellow, Red, Peacock, and 
other palmer Huckles. There are numerous 
othera. The fly caster’s outtit, besides his flies, 
consists of his rod, reel, and line, leader and 
train of hooks, landing net, and gaff. Rods have 
been brought to such perfection thas it seems 
as if improvement could go no further. Patent 
click revls need, like vice, to be seen “too oft” 
to enable the ordinary oid-time fisherman to be- 
come familiar with them. ‘For ordinary trout 
fishing with the fly thirty-five yaras of line is 
sufficient. 

That trout vary so materially in flavor, coler 
of their flesh, and color of their exteriors is 
accounted for in various ways by fishermen. 
The common brook trout, Salmo fontinalis, visits 
salt water early in the Spring. There it re- 
mains until nearly ready to cast ite spawn, 
when it returns if possible to the vicinity of 
the place where 1t was bred. Trout placed in 
waters where natural or artificial obstacles in- 
tervene between them and the saiine waters 
of the bays adjacent to the ocean lose their 
bright salmon color and muon of their delicacy 
of flavor. The long continuance of individual 
fish in certain localities changes not only the 
color of their flesh, but that of their naturally 
beautiful bodies. The light materially affects 
the bright bodies of these éxquisite tish. Clear, 
sparkling waters contain handsome fish, 
turbid pends and streams dull ones. A 
trout which had been kept for some years 
in an exposed basin in a beer gurden became a 
dirty brown, and the bright crimson spots so 
dear to the hearts of sportamen and artists 
taded away and were lost. Salt water gives to 
the flesh the color and flavor so highly prized b 
sportemen and gourmets; sunsbine the beauti- 
ful color to the exterior. Of the many varieties 
or species of the genus Saimonide it is not here 
necessary to speak. One, the silver trout, which 
is peculiar to the waters of Long Island alone 
will be described. The silver trout is said te be 
a distinct variety. It is found still in certain 
waters of Long Isiand, but whether tn any 
other stream than Green’s Creek en the south 
side isnot known. It is of much lighter color 
than the common brook trout, and of a pearly 
hue. The scales have a silvery glint, especially 
over the back. The average weight of the sil- 
ver trout is one pound. The flavor is good and 
the flesh firm. Its habite are, as far as known, 
those of other trout, 

yy authority thus describes the use of the 
rod: 


“ Every angler should learn to use the rod with 
either hand, and no man is a finished, safe expert 
or sel{-saving angler who.cannot use the left hand 
as well as theright. Tosay nothing about a spraiued 
wrist and consequent loss of sport during the sea- 
son, or being obliged to cease fishing trom the 
fatigue and weakness oi one hand, there are certain 
winds insome situations when and where a cast 
caunot be made with the right hand. 

“ Again, itis important to be able to throw a fly 
in the teeth of the wind, which, when done proper- 
ly, often lifts the very best fish. Itis not difficult, 
but if 1s a little laborious and requires practice. It 
is notaccemplished eitner by the double or single 
turn; itis done by bringing the rod right up in 
tront, avoiding, if possible, the wind taking the rod 
to the right er left. Now, when the rod is almost 
straight, press the butt strongly toward the body 
with the wrist, Ley the arm as close to the side 
as possible, until the tip comes about three-quarters 
straight against or in the eye of the wind; and then 
Tun the arm out directly forward, turning the 
wrist during the ferward action outside or to- 
ward the right side. By this mode, which 
is more easily done than deseribed, the line, which 
should be onty of manageable length, will unfold and 
display @ pretty fair cast, at all eveats the waves or 
turbulent state of the water will conceal the de- 
fective fall of the flies. 

“(Every angler should tie his own casting line; 
no dependence can be placed on those purchased, 
for the reason that very few tackle sellers are 

ractical tly fishers, and do not know the necessity 
~~ will not take the pains of making a tapering 

. 

“A casting line will cost 75 cents at the tackle 
store; made at home they cost about 18 cents. Itis 
important, then, on the score of economy as wellas 
success, that the angler should make his own cast- 


line, 

“There are but three knots suitable for anything, 
to wit: The slip knot, which is only fit for the in- 
sertion of the drop flies; the water knot, and the 

not or mode of finishing a knot which might be 
termed the finishing knot. 

“The water knot is the most simple of all knots. 
It is the common knot, passing oc turning the ends 
to be united twice round each other and then pull- 
ing them together.. It is only necessary te pass 
them twice round; it is enough, although some per- 
sons use three turns. It 18 the smallest knot by 
which gut can be united. When the knot is pulled 
tight, oe the enas, leaving a little remaining 
for the w {ppin or fastening. The projecting ends 
should then be fastened with thin but strong silk 
waxed with white wax. Every practical angler 
knows how to finish off. or secure the end of the 
silk. The silk is wound round the projecting and 
main gut until within six or seven turns or rounds 
3 the end of the projecting bv of gut; then turn 
the point of the silk toward the knot and continue 
the waeng around the end of the silk, which has 
been t toward the knot, until the winding is 
finished; then pull the end tight under the whipping 
and the fastening ie secure and invisible.”

TO OPPOSH THE VALKYRIE. 


REASONS WHY THE VOLUNTEER SHOULD 


NOT BE CHOSEN. 
To the Hattor of the New-York Times: 

There is a strong popular feeling that the 
Volunteer must be selected todefend the Amer- 
joa’s Cup against the Valkyrie nolens volens, 
and indeed by many persons outside of yacht- 
ing circles it is taken for granted that the selec- 
tion is already practically as good as made. 
More than this, several prominent yachtamen 
have been credited in print with expressing 
themselves in favor first, last, and all the time 
of selecting the Volunteer. These published ex- 
pressions, whether reaily made by yachtsmen 
or not, with the unwarranted interpretation 
placed by some newspapers on the preliminary 
action of the America’s Cup Committee that the 
committee has virtually decided in advance to 
choose the Volunteer, form the real basis of the 
popular feeling referred to. Of course the very 
natural pride in tne fastest yacht afloat neces- 
sarily predisposes people who think only of 


victory, no matter how achieved, to believe 
that no other yacht than the Volunteer ought 
to be chosen. But this is uot the yachtsman’s 
view. The true yachtsman is a true sportsman, 
and the cardinal rule of sport is equality. 

{t would be eutirely superfluous to,say that 
the Volunteer has not yet been selected to de- 
fend the cup were it not for the newspaper 
interpretations just cited of the America’s Cup 
Comuwittee’s activug. The seleetion of a yacht 
to defend the cup at this distance of ume from 
the date of the races would be without prece- 
dentin the snonale of the cup contests. A bricf 
retrospect will convince anybody of this fact. 
For the first race fur the cup after it had been 
won by the America no selection of a defender 
wae made. The entire fleet of schooners of the 
New-York Yacht Club wae sailed against the 
Cambria when she came over to seek the cup in 
1870, and the little schooner Magic beat the 
tieet. Im 187i, when Mr. Ashbury brought the 
Livonia over in the same quest, several schoon- 
ers were selected as possible defenders, 
but the committee reserved the right to name 
onthe morning of each race the particular 
yacht they would pit against the challenger. 
Mir. Ashbury objected, not without reason, that 
this reservation was hardly fair, hecause the 
object held in view by, the committee was to 
select the best light-weather boat for a light- 
weather day and the best heavy-weather buat 
tor a heavy-weathner day. The sommittee dis- 
ha. jeg the objection, and thus it was that the 
Columbia sud Sappho were selected to sail 
against the Columbia on different days. It may 
be remarked here that to Mr. Asnhbury’s vigor 
as aD ys ger rd was due the abandonment of the 
policy of sailing a fleet against the challenger, 
tor he made it a condition of the Livonia’s chal- 
lenge that not more than one yacht should be 
salled against her tn any race. 

{n 1876, when the Canadian schooner Countess 
of Dufferin challenged for the cup, a single de- 
fender in all the raves was selected for the first 
time, and the selection was made only a tew 
days before the first race. The schooner Made- 
leine was the yacht chosen. It appears, there- 
fore, that Mr. Ashbury has exervised a very 
important influence in modifying the conditions 
under which the svntests fur the cup are sailed, 
for 16 was undoubtedly the resuit of the vigor- 
ous controversy he raised at the time of the Li- 
vonia races that the committes on the Countess 
of Dutferin’s coming made choice of a single 
yacht to meet her. 

The now famous system of trial races to de- 
termine the speediest boat for a defender was 
not instituted until the coming of the Canadian 
sloop Atalanta in 1881. ‘hen, too, for the first 
time a yacht was built especially to meet the 
challenger. This yacht was the now-forgotten 
lsoop Pocahontas, which proved a flat fatiure. 
The trial races Were helu muathe before the 
cup racer, Dut although it was known that the 
choice ef the. committes had been narrowed 
down to the Gracie and the Mischief, the selec- 
tion of the Mischief was not wade until the 
morning of the day appointed for the first race, 
aiter both the New-York yachts had re- 
paired to the starting iine by the com- 
mittee’s order. 80 much for tbe ruies 
tollowed in the choice of defenders for the 
earlier races. As everybody remembers, the 
trial races to select the defenders against the 
Genesta in 1885, the Gailateain 1886, and the 
Thistle in 1887, attracted almost as much at- 
tention, and were only second in popular inter- 
est tothe cup races themselves. Lhey were 
sailed two to three weeks in advance of the 
cup races and the announcement of the com- 
mittee’s selection was mado either immediately 
on or within a few days after their termination. 

It is clear, therefore, that for the committee 
to determine at this early day what yacht they 
will place against the Valkyrie would be entire- 
ly without precedent, and the fact that they 
have invited entries for trial races shows that 
they had no intention of doing so. Nor does 
their declaration thatthe yacht shown by the 
trial races to be the fastest will be chosen to de- 
fend the cap necessarily mean that they will 
choose the Volunteer. Lhe Volunteer may not 
even enter the trial races. What will the com- 
mittee do then? Of course, they would still 
have the right to select the Volunteer, but 
would they exercise that right? Whatever 
speculation May de ventured on.the subject, it 
is safe to say they won't answer that question 
until about ten days befor’ the first of the - Val- 
kyrie races. 

The question whether it would be sportsman- 
like to match the Volunteer against the Val- 
kyrie will admit of various answers, according 
to individual views as to in What sportsmanship 
consists; The man who gald that he would 
rather be right than be President haa the true 
Sportsman's idea, There can be no sportina 
contest in which the contestants do not stand 
On even terms. Whatever may be suid to the 
contrary, no amount of time allowance that can 
be tigured out of the New- York Yacht Club rules 
can put the Volunteer and Valkyrie on any- 
thing like even terms, Under these rules the 
Volunteer would probably have to allow the 
Valkyrie thirteen and ao half minutes overa 
forty-knet course, but in that distance, with 
moderate weather, sie would likely beat her 
an hour, while with heavy weather she would 
beat her nearly two hours. This statement is 
Warranted by her performances with such 
oracks as the Mayflower and: Puritan, which 
she regulariy beat from twelve to twenty min- 
utes above time allowance, and on some occa- 
sions much worse. The Titania and Shamrock 
are remarkably fast boats for their size, yet 
they have hardly ever been able to keep within 
sight of the Volunteer at the end of arace. On 
the day of the last race between the Volunteer 
and Thistle the Titania went outside to try con- 
clusions with them. She preceded them by 
fully two milesdown the line, but they both 
outreacned her before the end of the first leg. a 
distance of about ten miles. When the Voiun- 
teer rounded the outer mark the Titania was a 
mere speck upon the western horizon. 

Much has been said about what is expected of 
the Valkyrie, and one London correspondent 
has even been unwary enough to cable to 
New-York that it ie claimed she will be able to 
beat the ninety-tonner Irex, the crack of the 
typical English cutters on time allowance. It 
is safe to say she will not do anything of the 
kind except by an acoident. In yachts auperior 
power is sure to tell and superior power is 
always on the side of the larger boat. It is for 
this reason that a boat of the seventy-foot class 
is no maton for one of the eighty-six to ninety 
foot class. It has been asserted that while only 
seventy feet long on the water line the Valkyrie 
is nearly ninety-six feet over all, although the 
chalienge puts her length in this last particular 
at eighty-tive feet, and from this assertion it is 
argued that she will have as much power as 
the Puritan. A yacht, however, does not 
derive her power from her length everall It 
is her length on the water line, her draught, 
her beam, and her ballast that enable her to 
carry sail, and itisfrom her sail that she gets 
ber propelling power. When some greenhurn 
mentioned this supposed great length over all 
of the Valkyrie to Mr. Eaward Burgess as an 
evidence that nothing but the Volunteer will do 
to meet her, the great designer quietly re- 
marked: * Asif this added enormously to her 

ower.. The fact will doubtless be that the Val- 

yrie will not have as mucb power as any one 
of our three crack seventy-footers, to say noth- 
ing of the Puritan. Extra long overhangs are 
of doubtful expediensy.’’ 

There never has been a chalienger for the 
America’s Cup whose speed has not been greatly 
exaggerated prior to her coming. Bearing this 

tin mind it will be safe enough to assume 
that until the Valkyrie has beaten the Irex and 
the smaller cracks on the ether side there will 
be ne reason to fear that ghe will prove mere 
than a match for either the Katrina, Titania, 
or Shamrock. When that fear is justified iz will 
be time eneugh to talk of putting the Volunteer 
against her. B.

GREAT AND CURIOUS CHANGES 
AT COONEY ISLAND. 
WINTER WAVES DID ENORMOUS DAM- 
AGE— THE LARGE HOTELS STILL 

CLOSED—THOUSANDS OF VISITORS. 

Coney Island has not awakened from its 
Winter sleep yet. It showed premonitory symp- 
toms Sunday of throwing off its torpor. 
There were probably fifteen or twenty thousand 
visitors on the island, but that number is far 
too few to give it the sociable air that Coney 
Island wears when it has donned Summer attire 
and is out for business. The season is to open 
on Decoration Day, but if the island is to wear 
ita usual air at that time an enormous amount 
of work must be done in the meantime. At 
present only asmall part of the water front— 
and there is nothing of Coney Island but water 
front—is recognizable. The waves that on 
pesceful Summer days lave its shores and the 
persons of innumerable thousands must have 
done very little laving during the Winter. 

As there is little nature at Coney Island it 
would hardly do to say that the waves have 
changed its entire face, but they have com- 
pletely destroyed a great part of the artificial 
water front and made the journey from West 
Brighton to the Oriental Hotel full of toil. For 
several Winters the wild waves have subsisted 
upon the central portion of the island’s water 
front, but last Winter they must have been de- 
termined to swallow enough to last them for 
several seasons. They were not satisfied with 


plain sand, but worked up an appetite for con- 
crete pavement, wooden roadways and buiid- 
ings, aud topped off with huge slices of turf as 
dessert. They made terrific assaults upon the 
wooden piles and rock bulwarks that guard the 
beach fronts of the Manhattan ana Oriental 
Hotels. They were unsuccessful in tearing 
these up and carrying them ous to sea, but they 
climbed over them, tore great gaps in the board 
walks behind them, and, clearing the board 
walks in front of the Oriental Hotel, dug up 
and carried away wany square yards of turf. 

About half of the huge batning pavilion at 
Manhattan Beach is gone. Some of it floated 
out tosea. The rest of it is piled up where it 
meets the eye and gives it pain. he board 
walk at Manhattan Beach was treated in the 
same way. It is full of gaps, which workmen 
are employed in patching. The marine rail- 
Way that connected Mauhattan and Brighton 
Beaches looks aa if it were out at sea. Botween 
it and the shore are two Dundred or more yards 
of salt water. The eastern terminus still 
stands, and so does about half a mile of rail- 
way. The wild waves know where the rest of 
it is. The jumping-oit part of the railway looks 
painfully lonely, as do the Manhattan and Ori- 
ental Hotels in their Winter dress of boards. 

The only way of getting from Manhattan to 
Brighton Beach is on foot. The only pathway 
borders the salt sea waves and is of sand. If a 
feather fell on this sand 1t would sink out of 
sight. How many people sank out of sight in 
crossing the strip Suuday may nevor be accu- 
rately known. Allof those who accomplished 
the journey in safety registered vows never to 
cross it again except by mechanical means. 
The Brighton bathing pavilion, or far the 
greater part ofit, is no more. A bit that stands 
where the structure once stood is perched 
on long, thin wooden poles. It would be impos- 
sible to enter it in @ Doat, as it is out 
of reach. The water extends beyond the front 
of the Brighton Hotel, but does not touch the 
grounds 00 the eastern side. Along this stretch 
of water front are piles of beams and boards, 
the aébris of the structure, battered to pieces by 
the waves. The Brighton’s lawn escaped dam- 
age except close tothe old waterfront That 
has been swept away and an attempt has been 
made to at least retard the onward maroh of 
the waves by heaping bags filled with earth 
where the force of 014 Ocean will be broken. 

The face of the terminus of the elevated rail- 
road that runs between Brighten and West 
Brighton bas been swept away. The rvad is 
notin operation, and to get from Brighton to 
Kearns’s Hotel, a short distance, another stretch 
of sand must be covered. Kearnsa’s Hotel is not 
where it was last Summer. It has been moved 
tothe north several hundred yards, yet the 
water is now close upon it. 

The * Cencourse” ts notinjsight. Its old loca- 
tion is marked by lamp posts. The latter were 
on the north side of the smooth concrete drive- 
way. The easternmost lamp posts now have 
their feetin water. ‘rhe Concourse has been, 
washed away. Portions of it, ripped into eom- 
paratively small pieces, strew the shore, There 
is bow no Concourse until the driving road from 
the north is reached. A temporary road is used 
for conveying visitors from est Brighton to 
Kearne’s Hotel, beyond which horse and cart 
caunot go. Nothing can be said in favor of this 
new road. Althougn its exact whereabouts 
have never been accurately stated, frequent 
allusions have been mace tu the rocky road to 
Dublin. Lhere are few rocks in that road com- 
pared with Coney Island’s temporary highway, 
yet it costs 5 eents to travel it, exeept on foot, 
and the laster is the more expensive way. 

There is apparently more beach at West 
Brighton than there was last year. Muoh of. 
the material torn away from the central andi 
eastorn parts of the island has been deposited 
at the western end. It is quite a long way now 
trom that part of the Concourse which escaped 
the waves to a point where the beach ends and 
the water begins. The Winter was kind to West 
Brighion. That vigorous resort has responded 
by throwing its arms wide open to the public’ 
All the little caravansaries that crowd West 
Brighton have not yet opened their doors, but 
most of them have.

NEW-YORK SAVINGS BANKS MAY BUY 
THEM UNDER THE LAW. 

ALBANY, May 14.—Bank Superintendent Willis 
8. Paine requested the opinion of the Attorney 
General as to the legality of the investment 

_by savings banks in the bonds of Indiana. issued 
in pursuance of the act of March 11, 1889, by 
that State. Deputy Attorney General E. t+. 
Whitaker has written an opinion in reply, say- 
ing that savings banks may invest in stocks or 
bonds or interest-bearing obligations of any 
State that has not within ten years previous 
thereto defaulted in the payment of any part 
of either prinoipal or interest of any debt 
authorized by legislative enactment. 

The Indiana Legisiature passed an act au- 
thorizing State officials to make a loan for the 
— > of carrying on the State Government, 

c The act became a law March 11, 1389. and 
the bonds in question were issued in pursuance 
to its provisions, The only question considered 
is the legality of the issue of the bonds, and 
this question is further narrowed tothe consti- 
tutionality of the act authorizing the issue. 
The question as to the act upon presentation to 
the firm of MacDonald, Butler & Snow was de- 
clared by it to be unconstitutional. The Circuit 
Court concurred in this finding, but in the Sa- 
preme Court of Indiana the decision was re- 
versed and the act deelared constitutional. 
Gaewnently the bonds issued thereunder are 
va 

It is the province of the Supreme Court of In- 
diana to interpret its organic law as well as its 
statute, and the Constitution and the laws of 
the State receive authoritative construction and 
interpretation from its own courts, and the 
courts of this State will consider suob construc- 
tion binding upon them. The question as to 
the validity of the bonds may therefore be con- 
sidered as settled, sofar as raising it in this 
State is concerned.
